An Af for the Uniformity of Common-Prayer, and Service in the Church, and 
Adminiſtration of the Sacraments, Primo Eli. 


BHereat the death of our late Sovereign 
3 Lord King Edward the-Sixth, there 
-& remained one uniform order of Com- 
mon Service, and Prayer, and of the 
=45 adminiſtration of Sacraments, Rites 
kg andCeremonies in the church of Eze- 
25 1:4, which was ſet forth inone Book, 
intituled, The Book of Common Prayer, 
and Adminiſtration of Sacraments, and other Rites and Cere- 
monies in the Church of England, Authorized by Att of 
Parliament holden in the fifth and ſixth years of our faid 
late Sovereign Lord King Edward the ſixth, intituled, A» 
Att for the Uniformity of Common Prayer, and Adminiſtra- 
tion of the Sacraments ; The which was repealed, and ta- 
ken away by Act of Parliament , in the firſt year of the 
reign ofourlate Sovereign Lady Queen Mary,to the great 
decay of the due honour of God, and diſcomfort to the 
profeſſors of thetruthof Chriſts Religion : 


Be it therefore Enacted by the Authority ofthis preſent 


Parliament , That the ſaid Statute of Repeal, and every 
thing therein contained , only concerning the ſaid Book, 
and the Service, Adminiſtration of Sacraments, Rites 
and Ceremonies contained or appointed in, or by the ſaid 
Book, ſhall be void and of none effeCt, from and after 
theFeaſt of the Nativity of Saint Johz Baptiſt next com- 
ing: and, That the ſaid Book, with the order of Service, 
and of the Adminiſtration of Sacraments, Rites and 
Ceremonies, with the alteration and additions therein 
added and appointed by this Statute, ſhall ſtand, and be, 
trom, and Fr 4 the ſaid Feaſt ofthe Nativity of Saint Johz 
Baptiſt, in full force and efeQt, according to the tenour 
and effett of this Statute : * ny thing 1n the foreſaid Sta- 
tute of Repcal to the contrary notwithſtanding. 

And further be it Enafted by the Queens Highneſs, 
with the aſſent ofthe Lords and Commons in this preſent 
Parliament aſſembled, and by Authority of the ſame, 
That all, and fingular Miniſters in any Cathedral, or Pa- 
r1]h Chutch,or other place within this Realm of Exelazd, 
Wales, and the Marches of the ſame, or other the Queens 
Dominions, ſhall from and after the Feaſt of the Nativi- 
ty of Saint John Baptiſt next coming, be bounden to ſay 
and uſe the Mattens, Evenſong, celebration of the Lords 
Supper, and Adminiſtration of eachof the Sacraments, 
and all their Common and open Prayer, in ſuch order 
and form as is mentioned in the {aid Book, ſo Authori- 
zed by Parhainent in the ſaid {ixth year of the Reign of 
King Eadwvardthe Sixth ; with one alteration or addition 
of certain Leſſons to be uſed onevery Sunday 1n the year, 
and the form of the Litany; altered, and corrected, and 
two ſentences only added in the delivery of the Sacra- 
ment to the Communicants, and none other, or other- 
wiſe: and, That ifany manner of Parſon, Vicar, or other 
whatſoever Miniſter, that ought or ſhould ſing, or ſay 


- Common Prayer mentioned in the {aid Book, or mini- 


ſter the Sacraments, from, and after the Feaſt of the Na- 
tivity of Saint Joh Baptiſt next coming, refuſe touſe the 
ſaid Common Prayers, or to miniſter the Sacraments in 
ſuch Cathedral, or Pariſh-Church, or other places, ashe 
thould uſe to miniſter the ſame, in ſuch order and form, 
as they he mentioned, and ſet forth in the ſaid Book, or 
ſhall wiltully, or obſtinately ſtanding in the ſame, ule 


any other Rite, Ceremony, Order, Form, or manner of 
celebrating of the Lords Supper openly, or privily, or 
Mattens, Even-ſong, Adminiſtration of the Sacraments, 
or other open Prayers, then is mentioned, and ſet forth 
in the ſaid Book [ Oper Prayer in, and throughout this At, 
is meant that Prayer, which i for other to come unto, or 
hear, either in Common Churches, or private Chappels or Ora- 
tories, commonly called the Service of the Church ] or ſhall 


preach, declare, or ſpeak any thing in the derogation or 


depraving of the {aid Book,or any thing therein contain- 
ed, or of any part thereof, and ſhalt be thereof lawfully 
convicted, according to the Laws of this Realm, by ver- 
dict of twelve men, or by his own confeſſion, or by the 
notorious evidenceof the fa&t ; he ſhall loſe and forfeit 
to the Queens Highneſs, Her Heirs and. Succeſlors, 
tor his firſt offence, the profit of all his Spiritual Benefi- 
ces, or Promotions, coming, or ariling in one whole 
year next aſter this conviction : And allo that the perſon 
{o convicted ſhall for the ſame offence ſuffer impriſon- 
ment by the ſpace of ſix months, without Bail, or Main- 


priſe : And if any ſuch perſon, once convict of any of- 


fence concerning the Premiſes, ſhall after his firſt con- 
viction, eftſoons offend, and be thereof in fon aforeſaid 
lawfully convict; That then the ſame perfon {hall for 
his ſecond offence ſuffer impriſonment by the ſpace of 
one whole year, and alſo ſhall therefore be deprived /p- 
ſo fafto of all his Spiritual Promotions, and, That it ſhall 
be lawful to all Patrons, or Donors of all and ſingular 
the ſame Spiritual Promotions, or any of them, to pre- 
ſent, or collate of the ſame, as though the perſon, and 
perſons ſo offending were dead : - That if any ſuch 
perſon, or perſons, after he ſhall be twice convicted in 
torm aforeſaid, ſhall offend againſt any of the premiſes 
the third time, and ſhall be thereof, in form atoreſaid, 
lawfully convitted ; That then the perſon ſo oftending, 
and convicted the third time, ſhall be deprived 7p/o fatto 
of all his Spiritual Promotions, and alſo ſhall ſuffer im- 
prifonment during his life : and if. the perſon that ſhall 
offend, and be convittin form aforeſaid, concerning any 
of the premiſes, ſhall not be Beneficed, nor have any Sp1- 
ritual Promotion ; That then the ſame perſon, fo of- 
tending, and convict, ſhall for the firſt offence, ſutfer im- 
priſonment during one whole year next after his ſaid con- 
viction, without Bail or Main-priſe : and if any ſuch per- 
ſon not having any Spititual Promotion, after his firſt 
conviction, ſhall efrſoons ofend in any thing concerning 
the premiſes, and ſhall in form aforeſaid be thereof law- 
fully convitted ; That then the ſame perſon {hall for his 
ſecond ofence ſuffer impriſonment during his life. 

And it is Ordained, and Ena@ed by the Authority 
aforeſaid, That if any perſon or perſons whatſoever, after 
the ſaid Feaſt of the Nativity of Saint John Baptiſt next 
coming ſhall in any Enterludes, Plays, Songs, Rimes, or 
by other open words declare, or {peak any. thing in the 
derogation, depraving or deſpiling of the ſame Book, or 
of any thing therein contained, or any part thereof ; or 
ſhall by open fa&t, deed, or by open threatnings compel, 
or cauſe, or otherwiſe procure, or maintain any Parſon, 
Vicar, or other Miniſter in any Cathedral, or Pariſh- 
Church, or Chappel, or in any place, to ſing or fay 
any Common, or open Prayer, or to miniſter any Sacra- 
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ment otherwiſe, or inany other manner, and form, then 
is mentioned in the ſaid Book; or by any of the ſaid 
means ſhall unlawfully interrupt, orlet any Parſon, Vi- 
car, or other Miniſter inany Cathedral,or Pariſh-Church 
or Chappel, or any other place to ſing or ſay Common 
and open Prayer, or tominiſter the Sacraments, or any of 
them, in ſuch manner and form, as is mentioned in the 
ſaid Book; That then every ſuch perſon, being thereof 
lawfully convicted in form aboveſaid, ſhall forfeit to the 
Queen our SovereignLady, Her Heirs and Succeſlors for 
the firſt offence an Hundred Marks: and if any perſon,or 
perſons, being once convict of any ſuch offence, eftſoons 
oftend again any of the laſt recited offences, and {hall 
in form aforeſaid be thereof lawfully convict ; That then 
the ſame perſon, ſo offending and convict, ſhall for the 
ſecond offence forfeit to the Queen our Sovereign Lady, 
Her Heirs, and Succeſſors Four Hundred Marks: Andif 
any perſon, after he in form aforeſaid ſhall have been 
twice convict of any offenceconcerning any of the laſt re- 
Cited offences, ſhall offend the third time, and be there- 
of in form aboveſaid lawfully convict ; That then every 
perſon ſo offending and convict, ſhall for his third of- 
Fence forfeit to our Sovereign Lady the Queen all his 
Goods and Chattels, and ſhall ſuffer impriſonment du- 
ring his life : And if any perſon or perſons, that for 
his firſt offence concerning the premiſes, ſhall be convict 
in form aforeſaid, do not pay the ſum to be paid by ver- 
tue of his conviction, in ſuch manner and form, as the 
lame ought to be paid, within ſix weeks next after his 
conviction; Thar then every perſon 1o convict, and ſo 
not paying the ſame, ſhall for the ſame firſt offence, in- 
ſtead of the ſaid ſum, ſuffer impriſonment by the ſpace of 
ſix months without Bail or Mainpriſe : And if any per- 
ſon, or perſons, that for his ſecond offence concerning 
the premiſes ſhall be convict in form aforeſaid, do not 
pay the ſaid ſum to be paid by vertue of Is conviction, 
and this Statute, in ſuch manner and form, as the ſame 
ought tobe payed, within ſix weeks next after his ſaid 
ſecond conviction ; That then every perſon ſo convicted, 
and not ſo paying the ſame, ſhall for the fame ſecond of- 
fence, inthe ſtead of the ſaid ſum, ſufter impriſonment 
during twelve months without Bail or Mainpriſe : and, 
That from and after the ſaid Feaſt of the Nativity of Saint 
John Baptiſt next coming, all, and every perſon and per- 
ſons, inhabiting within this Realm, or any other the 
Queens Majeſties Dominions, ſhall diligently, and faith- 
fully, having no lawful, or reaſonable excule to be ab- 
ſent, endeavour themſelves to reſort to their Pariſh- 
Church, or Chappel accuſtomed, or upon reaſonable let 
thereof, to ſome uſual place, where Common Prayer, 
and ſuch Service of God ſhall be uſed in ſuch time of 
let, uponevery Sunday, and other days ordained and 
uſed to be keptas holy days, and then. and there toabide 
orderly and ſoberly, during the time of the Common 
Prayer, Preachings, or other Serviceof God there to be 
uſed and miniſtred, upon pain of puniſhment by the 
cenſures of the Church; and alſo upon pain, that every 
perſon ſo offending ſhall forfeit for every ſuch offence 
twelve pence; to be levied by the Church-Wardens of 
the Pariſh, where ſuch offence {hall be done, to the uſe 
of the poor of the {ame Pariſh, of the goods, lands, and 
tenements of ſuch oFender, by way of diſtreſs. 

And for due execution hereof, the Queens moſt excel- 
lent Majeſty, the Lords Temporal, and all the Commons 
in this preſent Partiament aſſembled, doin Gods name 
earneſtly require, and charge all the Archbiſhops, Bi- 
ſhops, and other Ordinaries, that they ſhall endeavour 
themſelves totheuttermoſt of their knowledges, that the 
due and true execution hereof may be had throughout 
their Dioceſlesand Charges, as they will anſwer before 
God for ſuch evils and plagues, wherewith Almighty 
God may juſtly pumiſh his people for neglecting this 

ood and Cs Law. And for their Authority in 
this behalf, Be 1t it further enacted by the Authority 


aforeſaid, That all and inguMr the ſame Archbiſhops, Bi- 
ſhops, and all other their Officers exerciſing Eccleſiaſti- 
cal juri{diCtion, as well in places exempt, as not exempt, 
within their Dioceſſes, {hall have full Power and Autho- 
rity by this ACt to reform, correCt and puniſhby cenſures 
of the Church, all, and ſingular perſons, which ſhall 
offend withinany of their JurisdiCtions, or Dioceſles, af- 
ter the {aid Feaſt of the Nativity of Saint Johz Baptiſt 
next coming, againſt this Act and Statute, any other 
Law,Statute, Priviſedge, Liberty,or Proviſion heretofore 
made, had, or ſuffered to the contrary notwithſtand- 
ing. 

Jas it is Ordained and EnaCted by the Authority 
aforeſaid, That all andevery Juſticeof Oyer and Deter- 
miner, or Juſtices of Afhze ſhall have full Power and 
Authority.in every of their open and general Seſſions to 
enquire, hear and determine all, and all manner of of- 
fences, that ſhall be commirted, or done contrary to any : 
Article contained in this preſent Act, within the limits 
of the Commiſſion to them directed, and to make pro- 
cels for the execution of the ſame, as they may do againſt 
any perſon being indifted before them of treſpaſles, or 
lawfully convicted thereof. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted by the Authority 
aforeſaid, That all and every Archbiſhop and Biſhop 
ſhall or may atall time and times at his liberty and plea- 
ſure, joynand aſſociate himſelf by vertue of this Act to 
the ſaid Juſtices of Oyer and Determiner, or tothe ſaid 
Juſticesof Afſize, at every of the ſaid open and general 
Seſſions, to be holden in any placewithin his Dioceſs, 
for andto the Enquiry, hearing, and determining of the 
offences aforeſaid. ET ET 2 

Provided alſo, and be it Enafted by the Authority 
aforeſaid, That the Books concerning the ſaid Services 
ſhall at the coſts and charges of the Pariſhioners of every 
Pariſh, and Cathedral Church be attained, and gotten 
before the faid Feaſt of the Nativity of Saint Joha Baj= 
tiſt next following, and that all ſuch Pariſhes and Cathe- 
dral Churches,or other places, where the {aid Books ſhall 
beattained and gotten before the ſaid Feaſt of the Nati- 
vity of Saint Joha Baptiſt, ſhall within three weeks next 
after the ſaid Books fo attained and gotten, uſe the ſaid 
Service, and put the ſame in ure according to this Act. 

And be it further EnaQted by the Authority aforeſaid, 
That no perſon or perſons {hall be at any time hereaf- 
ter impeached, or otherwiſe moleſted of or tor any the 
offences above mentioned, hereafter to be committed, or 
done contrary to this Act ; unleſs he orthey ſo offendin 
be thereof indicted at the next general Seſſions tobe hol: 
den before any ſuch Juſtices of Oyer and Determaner, or 
Juſtices of Aſſize, next after any offence committed or 
done, contrary to the tenour of this ACt. 

Provided always, and beit Ordained and EnaQted by 
the Authority aforeſaid, That all and ſingular Lords of 
the Parliament, for the third offence above mentioned, 
{hallbe tried by their Peers. 

Providedalſo, and beit Ordained and Enatted by the 
Authority aforeſaid, That the Mayor of Lozdoy. and all 
other Mayors, Bailiffs, and other Head-oiticersof all, and 
ſingular Cities, Burroughs, and Towns-corporate with- 
in this Realm, Males and the Marches of the ſame, to the 
which Juftices of Affiſe do not Commonly repair, ſhall 
have full power and Authority by vertue of this AQt, to 


enquire, hear, and determine the offences aboveſaid, and 


every of them yearly, within fifteen days after the Feaſts 
of Eaſter, and Saint Michael the Archangel, 1n ike man- 
ner and form, as Juſtices of Aſſiſe, and Oyer and Deter- 
miner may do. | 

Provided always,and be it Ordained and Enatted by the 
Authority aforeſaid, That all and ſingular Archbilhops, 
and Biſhops, and every of their Chancellours, Commiſſa- 
ries, Archdeacons, and other Ordinaries, having any pe- 
culiar Eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction, ſhall have full power 


and Authority by vertuc of this AR, as well to enquire 
Te 
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in their Viſitation, Synods, and elſewhere within their 
jurifdiftion, at any other time, and place, to take accu- 
{ations, and informations of all, and every the things 
above mentioned, done, committed, or perpetrated with- 


in the limits of their juriſdictions and Authority, as to._ 


puniſh the ſame, by admonition, excommunication, ſe- 
_ queſtration, or deprivation, and other cenſures, and pro- 
cels,in like form, as herctofore hath been uſed in like caſes 
' by the Queens Eccleſiaſtical Laws. | 
' Provided always, and be it Enafted, That whatſo- 
ever perſon offending in the premiſes ſhall for the offence 
firſt receive puniſhment of the Ordinary, having a teſtt- 
monial thereof under the ſaid Ordinaries ſeal, {hall not 
for the {ame offence eftſoons be convicted before the 
Juſtices ; and likewiſe —_——y for the ſame offence 
puniſhment firſt by the Juſtices, he ſhall not for the ſame 
offence eftſoons receive puniſhment of the Ordinary : 
Any thing contained in this ACt to the contrary notwith- 
ſtanding. 5 
Provided always, and be it EnaCted, That ſuch Or- 
naments of the Church and of the Miniſters thereof 
{hall be retained, and bein ule, as were in this Church 


of Ex2/and by the Authority of Parliament in the ſecond 
year of the reign of King Edwardthe Sixth, until other 
order ſhall be therein taken by the Authority of the 
Queens Majeſty, with the advice of her Commiſſioners, 
appointed and Authorized under the Great Seal of Ez9- 
{and for cauſes Eccleliaſtical, or of the Metropolitan of 
this Realm : And alſo, That if there ſhall happen any 
contempt or irreverence to be uſed in the Ceremonies, or 
Rites of the Church, by the miſuſing of the Orders ap- 
_— inthis Book; the Queens Majelty may by the 
ike adviſe of the ſaid Commiſſioners, orlMetropolitan, 
ordain and publiſh ſuch further Ceremonies or Rites, as 
may be moſt for the advancement of Gods glory, the edi- 
fying of his Church; and the due reverence of Chriſts 
holy Myſteries and Sacraments. _ | 

And be it further EnaCted by the Authority aforeſaid, 
That all Laws, Statutes, and Ordinances, wherein, or 
whereby any other Service, Adminiſtration of. Sacra- 
ments, or Common Prayer islimited, eſtabliſhed, or ſet 
forth to be uſed within this Realm, or any other the 
Queens Dominions, or Countryes, {hall from henceforth 
be utterly void and of none effect.

>ZzgHereas in the firſt year of the late 
J Queen E/;zabeth, there was one Uni- 
2 form Order of Common Service and 
&370 Prayer, andof the Adminiſtration of 
2g Sacraments, Rites and Ceremonies 
X-9 1n the Church of Exg/ard (agreea- 
5 ble to the Word of God, and uſage 
of the Primitive Church ) compiled 

by the Reverend Biſhops and Clergy, ſet forth in one 
Book, Entituled, The Book of Common-Prayer, and Ad- 
miniſtration of Sacraments, and other Rites and Ceremo- 
nies in the Church of England; and enjoyned to be uſed 
by Act of Parliament, holden in the ſaid firſt year of the 
{aid late Queen, Entituled, Ax Ai? for the Uniformity of 
Common-Prayer and Adminiſtration of the Sacraments, very 
comfortable toall good people, deſirous to live in Chri- 
{tian converſation, and moſt profitable to the Eſtate of 
this Realm ; upon the which the Mercy,Favour and Bleſ- 
ſing of Almighty God is in no wiſe ſo readily and 
plentifully poured, as by Common Prayers, due uſing 
of the Sacraments, and often Preaching of the Goſpel, 
with devotion of the hearers: And yet this notwith- 
ſtanding, a great number of people in divers parts of this 
Realm, following their own ſenſuality, and living with- 
out knowledge and due fear of God, do wilfully and 
Schiſmatically abſtain, and refuſe to come to their Pa- 
riſh Churches, and other publick places where Com- 
m«.n-Prayer, Adminiſtration of the Sacraments, and 
preaching of the Word of God is uſed, upon the Sun- 
days and other days ordained and appointed to be kept 
and obſerved as Holy days : And whereas by the great 
and ſcandalous negleCt of Miniſters 1n the ſaid Order, or 
Liturgy ſo ſet forth and enjoyned as aforeſaid, great mif- 
chiefs and inconveniencies, during the times of the late 
unhappy troubles, have ariſen and grown ; and many 
people have been led into FaCtions and Schiſms, to the 
great decay and ſcandal of the Reformed Religion of 
the Church of E-c/azd, and to the hazard of many ſouls : 


having duly conſidered, hath fully approved and allowed 
| T1 
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for prevention whereof in time to come, for ſettling the 
peace of the Church, and tor allaying the preſent diſtem- 
pers, which the indiſpoſition of the time hath contrafQt- 
ed, The Kings Majeſty ( according to His Declaration 
of the Five and Twentieth of Ofober, One thouſand ſix 
hundred and ſixty ) granted his Commiſſion under the 
Great Seal of Exz1azd to ſeveral Biſhops and other Di- 
vines to review the Book of Common Prayer, and to 
prepare ſuch Alterations and Additions, as they thought 
fit to offer: And afterwards the Convocations of both 
the Provinces of Canterbury and Tork, being by his Ma- 
jeſty called and aſſembled (and now ſitting ) His Ma- 
jefty hath been pleaſed to Authorize and require the 
Preſidents of the ſaid Convocations, and other the Bi- 
ſhops and Clergy of the ſame, to review the ſaid Book 
of Common-Prayer, and the Book of the Formand man- 
ner of the Making and Conſecrating of Biſhops, Prieſts 
and Deacons : And that after mature conſideration, they 
{ſhould make fuch Additions and Alterations in the faid 
Books reſpeCtively, as to them ſhould ſeem meet and 
convenient ; And ſhould exhibit and preſent the ſame to 
His Majeſty in writing for his further allowance or con- 
firmation ; ſince which time, upon full and mature deli- 
beration, they the faid Preſidents, Biſhops and Clergy 
of both Provinces have accordingly reviewed the faid 


Books, and have made ſome Alterations which they 


think fit tobe inſerted to the ſame; and ſome Additio-. 
nal Prayers to the ſaid Book of Common-Prayer, to be 
uſed upon proper and emergent occaſions; and haveex- 
hibited and preſented the ſame unto His Majeſty in wri- 
ting, in one Book, Entituled, The Book of Common- Prayer, 
and Adminiſtration of the Sacraments, and other Rites and 
Ceremonies of the Church, according to the uſe of the Church 
of England ; together with the Pſalter, or Pſalmsof David, 
Pointed as they are to be ſung or ſaid in Churches ; and the 
Form ana Manner of Making, Ordaining, and Conſecrating 
of Biſhops, Prieſts, and Deacons : All which is Majeſty

the fame, and recommended to this preſent Parliament, 
thar thefaid Book of Common Prayer, and of the Form 
of Ordination and Conſecration of Biſhops, Prieſts and 
Jeacons, with the Alterations and Additions, which 
have bcen ſo made and preſented to His Majeſty by the 
ſa:d Convocations,be the Book, which ſhall be.appointed 
to be uſed by all thar Officiate inall the Cathedral and 
Collegiate Churches and Chappels, and inall Chappels 
of Colledges and Halls in both the Univerſities, andthe 
Colledges of Eaton and Wizxcheſter, and in all Parith- 
Churcies and Chappels within the Kingdom of Ezglazd, 
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and by the Book, intituled, The Book of Common Prayer 
and Admftniſtration of the Sacraments, and other Rites 
and Ceremonies of the Church, according to the uſe 
of the Church of Ezelazd ;- together with the Plalter or 
Pſalms of David, Pointed as they are to be ſung, or ſaid 
in Churches, and the form, and manner of Making, 
Ordaining, and Conſecrating of Biſhops, Prieſts, -and 
Deacons. 


And, That all and every ſuch perſon, who ſhall (with- 
out ſome lawful Impediment, to be allowed andappro- 


Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon Tweed, ved of by the Ordinary of the place ) negle& or fefuſe 


and by all that Make, or Conſecrate Biſhops, Prieſts or 
Deacons in any of the ſaid Places, under ſuch Sanctions 
and Penalticsas the Houſes of Parliament ſhall think fit. 
Now in regard that nothing conduceth more to the ſet- 
tling of the Peace of this Nation (which is deſired of all 
550d men ) nor to the honour of our Religion, and the 
propagation thereof.then an univerſal agreement in the 
publick Worſhip of Almighty God; and to the intent 
that every perſon within this Realm, may certainly 
know the Rule, to which he is to conform in Publick 
Worſhip, and Adminiſtration of Sacraments, and other 
Ritesand Ceremonies of the Church of Exg/azd,and the 
manner how, and by whom Biſhops, Prieſts and Deacons 
are, and ought to be made, Ordained and Conſecrated ; 

Be it Enacted by the'Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty, by 
the advice, and with the conſent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and of the Commons in this preſent Par- 
liament aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, 
That all and ſingular Miniſters, in any Cathedral, Colle- 
giate;or Pariſh-Church or Chappel,or other place ofpub- 
lick Worſhip within this Realm of Ezg/azd, Dominion 
of Wales,and Town of Berwick upon Tweed, ſhall be bound 
to fay and uſe the Morning Prayer, Evening Prayer, 
Celebration and Adminiſtration of both the Sacra- 
ments, and all other the Publick, and Common-Prayer, 
in {uch order and form, as 1s mentioned inthe ſaid Book 
annexed and joyned to this preſent Att, and Entituled, 
1 he Book of Common-Prayer, and Adminiſtration of the $a- 
craments, and other Rites and Ceremonies of the Church, ac- 
cording to the uſe of the Church of England : together with 
the Pſalter or Pſalms of David, Pointed as they are to be 
ſung or ſaid in Churches ; and the form or manner of Ma- 
kins, Ordaining, and conſecrating of Biſhops, Prieſis and 
Dezcons : and that the Morning and Evening Prayers, 
therein contained, {hall upon every Lords day, and upon 
all other days and occaſions, and at the times therein ap- 
pointed, be openly and ſolemnly read by all and every 
Miniſter or Curate in every Church, Chappel, or other 
place of publick Worſhip within this Realm of Ez2land, 
and places aforeſaid. 

And to the end that Umiformity in the publick Wor- 
ſhip of God ( which is ſo much deſired) may be ſpeedi- 
ly effected , Be it further EnaQted by the Authority 
aforeſaid, That every Parſon, Vicar, or other Miniſter 
whatſoever, whonow hath, and enjoyeth any Eccleſia- 
ſtical Benefice, -or promotion, within this Realm of 
England, or places atoreſaid, ſhall in the Church, Chap- 
pel, or placeof publick Worſhip belonging to his ſaid 
Penefice or Promotion, upon ſome Lords day before the 
Feaſt of Saint Bartholomew, which ſhall be in the year of 
our Lord God, One thouſand ſix hundred ſixty and two, 
openly, publickly and ſolemnly read the Morning and 
Evening Prayer appointed to be read by, and accord- 
ing to the ſaid Book of Common Prayer at the times 
thereby appointed, and after ſuch reading thereof ſhall 
openly and publickly, before the Congregation there 
aſſembled, declare his unfeigned aſſent, and conſent to 
the uſe of all things in the ſaid Book contained and pre- 
 {cribed, 1n theſe words, and no other, 


A. B. Do here declare my unfeigned aſſent, and conſent 
'0 all, and every thing contained ,, and preſcribed in, 


to do the ſame within thz time aforeſaid, or (in caſe of 
ſuch Impediment) within one month after ſuch Impedi- 
ment removed, {hall ip/o fao be deprived of all his 
Spiritual Promotions ; and that from thenceforthit ſhall 
be lawful to, and for all Patrons, and Donors of all and 
ſingular the ſaid Spiritual Promotions, or of any of them, 
according to their reſpeCtive Rights and Titles, to pre- 
ſent, or collate to the ſame; as though the perſon, or per- 
ſons, fo offendingor negleCting were dead. 

And be it further EnaCted by the Authority aforeſaid, 
Thar every perſon, who ſhall hereafter be preſented or 
collated, or put intoany Eccleſiaſtical Benetice, or | m4 
motion within this Realm of Ezelazd and places afore- 
ſaid, ſhall in the Church, Chappel or place of publick 
Worſhip, belonging to his {aid Benefice, or Promoti- 
on, within two months next after that he ſhall be inthe 
actual poſſeſſion of rhe {aid Eccleſiaſtical Benefice or Pro- 
motion, upon ſome Lords day openly, publickly, and 
ſolemnly read the Morning and Evening Prayers , ap- 
pointed to be read by, and according to the ſaid Book of 
Common Prayer, at the times thereby appointed, and 
after ſuch reading thereof, {hall openly and publickly 
before the Congregation there aſſembled, declare his 
unfeigned aſſent and conſent to the uſe of all things 
therein contained and preſcribed, according to the form 
before appointed : And, That all and every fuch per- 
ſon, who ſhall ( without ſome lawful Impediment, to be 
allowed and approved by the Ordinary of the place) 
neglect or refuſe-todo the ſame within the time afore- 
ſaid, or (in caſe of ſuch Impediment) within one month 
after ſuch Impediment removed, ſhall ipſo fafo be de- 
prived of all his ſaid Eccleſiaſtical Benefices and Promo- 
tions ; and, That from thenceforth it ſhall and may be 
lawful to, and for all Patrons, and Donors of all and ſin- 
gular the ſaid Eccleſiaſtical Benefices and Promotions, 
or any of them [ according to their reſpective Rights 
and Titles) topreſent, or collate to the ſame, as though 
= peo or perſons ſo offending, or negleCting were 

cad. 

And be it further Enacted by the Authority afore- 
ſaid, That in all places, where the proper Incumbent of 
any Parſonage, or Vicarage, or Benefice with Cure doth 
relide on his Living, and keep a Curate, the Incumbent 
himſelf inperſon (not having ſome lawful Impediment, 
to be allowed by the Ordinary of the place ) ſhall once 
(at the leaſt) in every month openly 8 publickly read the 
Common Prayers and Service, in, and by the {aid Book 
preſcribed, and ( if there be occaſion ) Adminiſter each 
of the Sacraments and other Rites of the Church, in the 
Pariſh-Church or Chappel, of, or decngng to the ſame 
Parſonage, Vicarage, or Benefice, in ſuch order, manner 
and form, as in, and by the ſaid Book is appointed, up- 
on pain to forfeit the ſum of five pounds to the uſe of the 
poor of the Pariſh for every offence, upon conviction 
by confeſſion, or proof of two credible witneſſes upon 
Oath, before two Juſtices of the Peace of the County, 
City, or Town-Corporate where the offence ſhall be 
committed, ( which Oath the ſaid Juſtices are hereby 
impowred to Adminiſter ) and in default of payment 
within ten days, to be levied by diſtreſs, and fale of the 
goods and chattels of the Offender, by the Warrant of 
the ſaid Juſtices, by the Church-wardens, or Overſeers 
of 


of the Poor of the ſaid Pariſh, rendring the ſurpluſage 
to the party. : | 
And be it further EnaCted by the Authority aforeſaid, 
That every Dean, Canon, and Prebendary of every Ca- 
thedral or Collegiate Church, and all Maſters, and other 
Heads, Fellows, Var ayert and Tutors of, or in any 
Colledge, Hall, Houle of Learning, or Hoſpital , and 
every Publick Profeſſor, and Reader in either of the Uni. 
verſities, and in every Colledge elſewhere, and every 
Parſon, Vicar, Curate, LeCturer, and every other Per- 
{on in holy Orders, andevery Schoolmaſter keeping any 
publick, or private School, and every perſon Inſtruct- 
ing, or Teaching any Youth in any Houle or private Fa- 
mily as a Tutor or Schoolmaſter, who upon the Firſt day 
of Mey, which ſhall be in the year of our Lord God, 
One thouſand fix hundred ſixty two , or at any time 
thereafter ſhall be Incumbent, or have poſſeſſion of any 
Deanry , Canonry , Prebend, Maſterſnip, Headſhip, 
Fellowſhip, Profeſſors place, or Readers place, Parſo- 
nage, Vicarage, or any other Eccleſiaſtical Dignity or 
promotion, or of any Curates place, Lecture, or School ; 
or {hall inſtruct or teach any Youth as Tutor, or School- 
maſter, ſhall before the Feaſt day of Saint Bartholomew, 
which ſhall be in the year of our Lord, One thouſand ſix 
hundred fixty two, or at or before his, or their reſpective 
admiſſion to be Incumbent, or have poſſeſſion aforeſaid, 
{ubſcribe the Declaration or Acknowledgement follow-

A. B. Do declare, That it is not lawful uponany pre- 


| tence whatſoever, to take Arms againſt the King ; 
nd that I do abhor that Traiterous poſition of taking 
Arms by His Authority againſt His perſon, or againfl 
thoſe that are Commiſſionated by him, and that I will 
conform to the Liturgy of the Church of Ezzlazd, as it 
is now by Law eſtabliſhed. And Ido declare that I do 
hold, there lies no Obligation upon me, or on any other 
perſon from the Oath, commonly called the Solemy

Which ſaid Declaration and Acknowledgement ſhall 
be ſubſcribed by every of the ſaid Maſters and other 
Heads, Fellows, Chaplains, and Tutors of, or in any 
Colledge, Hall, or Houſe of Learning, and by wy 
publick Profeſſor and Reader in either of the Univerſ1- 
ties, before the Vice-Chancellor of the reſpective Uni- 
verliries for the time being, or his Deputy ; And the ſaid 
Declarationor Acknowledgement {hall be ſubſcribed be- 
fore the reſpective Archbiſhop, Biſhop or Ordinary of the 
Diocels, by every other perſon hereby injoyned to ſub- 
{cribe the ſame, upon pain, that all and every of the 
perſons aforeſaid, filing in ſuch ſubſcription, ſhall loſe 
and forfeit ſuch reſpective Deanry, Canonry, Prehend, 
Maſterſhip,Headſhip, Fellowſhip, Profeſſors place, Rea- 
ders place, Parſonage, Vicarage, Eccleſiaſtical Dignity 
or Promotion, Curates place, Lecture and School, and 
ſhall be utterly diſabled, and ip/o fatto deprived of the 
ſame; andthat every ſuch reſpective Deanry, Canonry, 
- Prebend, Maſterſhip, Headſhip, Fellowſhip, Profeſſors 
place, Readers place, Parſonage, Vicarage, Eccleſiaſtical 
Dignity or Promotion , Curates place, Lecture, and 
School ſhall be void, asf ſuch perſon fo failing were na- 
turally dead. 

And if any Schoolmaſter or other perſon, inſtructing 
. or teaching youth in any private Houſe or Family, as a 
Tutor or Schoolmaſter, ſhall inſtruct or teachany youth 
as a Tutor or Schoolmaſter, before Licenſe obtained 
from his reſpective Archbiſhop, Biſhop or Ordinary of 
the Dioceſe, according tothe Laws and Statutes of this 
Realm (for which he ſhall pay twelve pence only ) and 
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before ſuch ſubſcription and acknowledgement made as 
aforeſaid : Then every ſuch Schoolmaſter and other, in- 


{tructing or teaching as aforeſaid, ſhall for the firſt of- 
fence ſuffer three months impriſonment without Bail or 
Mainpriſe; and for every ſecond, and other ſuch offence, 
ſhall ſuffer three months impriſonment without Bail or 
Mainpriſe, and alſo forfeit to His Majeſty the ſum of 
five pounds. 

And after ſuch ſubſcription made, every ſuch Parſon, 
Vicar, Curate and Lecturer ſhall procure a certificate 
under the hand and ſeal of the reſpective Archbiſhop, 
Biſhop or Ordinary of the Dioceſs { who are hereby en- 
joyned and required upon demand, to make and deliver 
the ſame) and ſhall publickly andopenly read the ſame, 
together with the Declaration , or acknowledgement 
aforeſaid, upon ſome Lords day within three months 
then next following, in his Pariſh-Church where he is 
to officiate, in the preſence of the Congregation there 
aſſembled, in the time of Divine Service ; upon pain 
that every perſon failing therein ſhall loſe ſuch Parſo- 
nage, Vicarage, or Benefice, Curates place, or Lectu- 
rers place reſpectively, and ſhall be utterly diſabled, and 
ipſo faito deprived of the ſame; And that the ſaid Par- 

onage, Vicarage, or Benefice, Curates place, or Lectu- 
rers place ſhall be void, as if he were naturally dead. 

Provided always, that from and after the Twenty 
hfth day of March, which ſhall be in the year of our 
Lord God, One thouſand ſix hundred eighty two, there 
{hall be omitted in the ſaid Declaration, or Acknow- 
ledgement fo to be ſubſcribed and read, theſe words fol- 
lowing, Scilicet, 4 


Nd I dodeclare that I do hold there lies no Obli- 

gation on me, or any other perſon from the Oath 
commonly called, the Yolemn League and Covenant, to en- 
deavour any change, or alteration of Government either 
in Church or State ; and that the ſame was in it ſelf an 
unlawful Oath, and impoſed upon the Subjects of this 
Realm againſt the known Laws and Liberties of this 
Kingdom : 


Soas none of the perſons aforeſaid ſhall from thence- 
forth be at all obliged to ſubſcribe or read that part of 
the ſaid Declaration, or Acknowledgement. 


Provided always, and be it Enacted, That from and 
after the Feaſt of Saint Bartholomew, which ſhall be in 
the year of our Lord, One thouſand ſix hundred ſixty 
and two, no perſon, who now is Incumbent, and in pol- 
ſeſſion of any Parſonage, Vicarage, or Benefice, and who 
15 not already in holy Orders by Epiſcopal Ordination, 
or {hall not before the ſaid Feaft-day of Saint Bartholo- 
mew be Ordained Prieſt or Deacon, according to the 
form of Epiſcopal Ordination, ſhall have, hold, or en- 
joy the ſaid Parſonage, Vicarage, Benefice with Cure, 
or other Eccleſiaſtical Promotion within this Kingdom 
of England, or the Dominion of Wales, or Town of Ber-

Colledges and Halls in both the Univerſities, in. the 
Colledges of Weſtminſter, Wincheſter, and Eaton, andin

And be it further EnaQted by the Authority aforeſaid, 
That no perlon ſhall be, or be received as a LeCturer, 


or permitted, ſuffered, or allowed to Preach as a Le&tu- 


rer, orto Preach, or Read any Sermon or LeCtureinany 
Church, Chappel; or other place of publick worſhip, 
within this Realm of Exglaza, or the Dominion of Wales, 
and Town of Berwick upon Twede, unleſs he be firſt ap- 
proved, and thereunto Licenſed by the Archbiſhop of 
the Province, or Biſhop of the Dioceſs, or (incaſe the 
See be void) by the Guardian of the Spiritualities, under 
his Seal, and ſhall in the preſence of the ſame Archbi- 
{hop, or Biſhop, or Guardian, read the Nine and thirt 

Articles of Religion, mentioned in the Statute of the 
Thirteenth year of the late Queen Elizabeth, with De- 
claration of his unfeigned aſſent to the ſame : and, That 
every perſon, and perſons who now is, or hereafter ſhall 
be Licenſed, Aſſigned, appointed, or received as a Le- 
Cturer, to preach upon any day of the week in any 
Church, Chappel, or place of Publick worſhip within 
this Realm of Ezglard, or places aforeſaid, the firſt time 
he Preacheth ( before his Sermon ) ſhall openly, pub- 
lickly, and ſolemnly read the Common Prayers and Ser- 
vice in and by the ſaid Book appointed to be read for 
that time of the day, and then and there publickly and 


openly declare his aſſent unto, and approbation of the 


aid Book, and to the uſe of all the Prayers, Rites and 


Ceremonies, Forms and Orders therein contained and 


preſcribed, according to the Form before appointed in 
this Act; Andalſo ſhall upon the firſt Lecture-day of 
every month afterwards, ſo long as he continues LeEtu-

That all and every ſuch perſon and perſons who ſhall 
neglect or refuſe to do the ſame, ſhall from thenceforth 
be diſabled to Preach the faid, or any other Lecture or 
Sermon in the ſaid, or any other Church, Chappel, or 
place of publick worſlip, until ſuch time as he and they 
ſhall openly, publickly, and ſolemnly read the Common 
Prayers and Service appointed by the ſaid Book, and 
conform inall points to the things therein appointed and 


preſcribed, according to the purport, true intent and 


meaning of this ACt. 

Provided always, That if the ſaid Sermon or LeCture 
be tobe preached or read in any Cathedral, or Collegi- 
ate Church or Chappel, it ſhall be ſufficient for the ſri 
LeEturer openly at the time aforeſaid, to declare his af- 
{cnt and conſent toall things contained in the {aid Book, 
according to the formaforeſaid. 

And beit further EnaCted by the Authority aforeſaid, 
That if any perſon who is by this Act diſabled to Preach 
any LeCture or Sermon, {hall during the time that he 
ſhall continue and remain fo diſabled Preach any Ser- 
mon or Lecture; That then for every ſuch offence, the 
perſonand perſons ſo offending ſhall ſuffer Three months 
Impriſonment in the common Gaol, without Bail or 
Mainpriſe, and that any two Juſtices of the Peace of any 
County of, this Kingdom and places aforeſaid, and the 
Mayor or other chict Magiſtrate of any City or Town- 
Corporate, within the ſame, upon Certificate from the

offence committed, ſhall, and are hereby required to 
commit the perſon or perſons ſo oftending, to the Goal 
of the County, City, or Town-Corporate accordingly. 

Provided always, and be it further EnaCted by the Au- 
thority aforeſaid, That atall and every time and times, 
when any Sermon or Lecture is to be Preached, the 
Common Prayers and Service in and by the faid Book 
appointed to be read for that time of the day, ſhall be 
openly, publickly, and ſolemnly read by ſome Prieſt or 
Deacon, in the Church, Chappel, or place of publick 
worſhip , where the {aid Sermon or LeCture 1s to be 
Preached, before ſuch Sermon or Lecture be Preached ; 
And that the LeEturer then to Preach, {hall be preſent 
at the reading thereof.

And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid,

Herein before mentioned to be joyned and annexed to 
this Act; and ſhall be applied, practiſed, and put in 
ure for the puniſhing of all offences contrary to the ſaid 
Laws, with relation to the Book aforeſaid , and no 
other. 

Provided always, and be it further Enacted by the 
Authority aforeſaid, That in all thoſe Prayers, Litanies, 
and Colles, which do any way relate to the King, 
Queen, or Royal Progeny, the Names be altered and 
changed from time to time, and fitted tothe preſent oc- 
caſion, according to the direCtion of lawful Authority. 

Provided alſo, and be it EnaQted by the Authority 
aforeſaid, That a true Printed Copy of the ſaid Book, 
Entituled, The Book of Common Prayer and Adminiſtrati- 
on of the Sacraments, and other Rites and Ceremonies of the 
Church,according to the uſe of the Church of England ; toge- 
ther with the Pſalter or Pſalms of David, Pointed as they 
are to be ſung or ſaid in Churches ; and the form and manner 
of Making, Ordaining, and Conſecrating of Biſhops, Prieſts, 
and Deacons, ſhall at the coſt and charges of the Pariſhi- 
oners of every Pariſh-Church, and Chappelry, Cathe- 
dral Church, Colledge and Hall, beattained and got- 
ten beforethe Feaſt-day of St. Bartholomew,in the year of 


our Lord, One thouſand ſix hundred ſixty and two, upon. 


pain of forfeiture of three pounds by the month, for ſo 
long time as they ſhall then after be unprovided thereof, 
by every Pariſh, or Chappelry, Cathedral Church, Col- 
ledge, and Hall, making default therein. 

Provided alwayes, and be it Ena&ted by the Autho- 


rity aforeſaid, That the Biſhops of Hereford, Saint Da-. 


vids, Aſaph, Bangor, and Lazxdaff, and their Succeſſors, 
ſhall take ſuch order among themſelves, for the ſouls 
health of the flocks committed to their charge within 
Wales, That the Book hereunto annexed be truly and 


exaQly Tranſlated into the Briziſh or Welſh Tongue, and 


that the ſameſ6 Tranſlated, and being by them, or any 
three of them at the leaſt viewed, peruſed, andallowed, 
be Imprinted to ſuch number at leaſt, ſo that one of the 
laid Books ſo Tranſlated and Imprinted, may be had for 
every Cathedral, Collegiate, and Pariſh-Church, and 
Chappel of Eaſe in the faid reſpeQtive Dioceſſes and 
places in Wales, where the Welſh 1s commonly ſpoken or 
uſed, before the firſt day of May, One thouſand fix hun- 
dred ſixty five; and, That from and after the Imprinting 
and publiſhing of the ſaid Book ſo Tranſlated, the whole 
Divine Service ſhall be uſed and faid by the Miniſters and 
Curates throughout all Wales, within the ſaid Dioceſſes 
where the Welſh Tongue is commonly uſed, in the By:- 
tiſh or Welſh Tongue, in ſuch manner and form as is 
preſcribed according to the Book hereunto annexed to 
be uſed in the Exg/jh Tongue, differing nothing inany 
Order or Form from the ſaid Ex/iſh Book ; For which 
Book, ſo Tranſlated and Imprinted, the Churchwarderis 
of every the ſaid Pariſhes {hall pay out of the Pariſh-.

Churches, and be allowed the ſame on their Accompt ; 
and, That the faid Biſhops and their Succeſſors, or any 
three of them, at the leaſt, ſhall fer and appoint the 
price, for which the ſaid Book ſhall be ſold ; And one 
other Book of Common Prayer in the Exz/ſh Tongue 
ſhall be bought and had in every Church throughout 
Wales, in which the Bookof Common Prayer in Welſh 
is to be had, by force of this At, before the firſt day of 
May, One thouſand fix hundred ſixty and four, and the 
ſame Book to remain in ſuch convenient places, .within 
the ſaid Churches, that ſuch as underſtand them may re-

Andto the end that the true and perfect Copies of this

Provided always, That whereas the Sixand thirtieth 
Article of the Nine and thirty Articles agreed upon by 
the Archbiſhops and Biſhops of both Provinces, and the 
whole Clergy in the Convocation holden at Loxdoz, in 
the year of our Lord, One thouſand five hundred ſixty 
two, for the avoiding of diverlities of opinions, and for 
eſtabliſhing of conſent, touching true Religion, is in 
theſe words following, viz. | 

That the Punk of Conſecration of Archbiſhops, and Biſhops, 
and Ordrining of Prirſts aud Deacons, lately ſet forth in 
the time of K mp Edward the Sixth, and confirmed at the 
ſame time by Anthority of Parliament , doth contain all 
things neceſſary to ſuch Conſecration and Ordaining, neither 
hath it any thing that of it ſelf is ſuperſtitions and ungodly ;

We 
decree all ſuch to be rightly, orderly, and lawfully Confecra-

It be Enafted, and be it therefore Enafted by the Au- 
thority aforeſaid, That all Subſcriptions hereafter tobe 
had or made unto the ſaid Articles, by any Deacon, 
Prieſt or Eccleſiaſtical perſon, or other perſon whatſoe- 
ver, who by this A&t, or any other Law now 1n force 
is required to ſubſcribe unto the faid Articles, ſhall be

ribottivety eſtabliſhed by ACt of Parliament in the 
Firſt and Eighth years of Queen Elizabeth ſhall be till 
uſed and ohrved in the Church of Ezz/azd, until the 
Feaſt of Saint Bartholomew, which ſhall be in the year 
of our Lord God, One thouſand fix hundred ſixty and 
two, | 
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| T hath been the wiſdom of the Church 
8 of Erzland, ever ſince the firſt” com- 
piling of her publick Liturgy, to keep 
the Mean between the two Extreams, 
) of too much ſtiffneſs inrefuſing, and 
d of too much eaſineſs in admitting any 
variation from it. For, as on the one 
ſide, common Experience ſheweth ; 
that where a change hath been made of things adviſed- 
ly eſtabliſhed /no evident neceſſity ſo requiring) ſundry 
inconveniences have thereupon enſued ; and thoſe man 
times more, and greater thentheevils, that were ad 
ed to be — by ſuch change : So on the other ſide, 
the particular Forms of Divine Worſhip, and the Rites, 
and Ceremonies appointed to be uſed therein, being 
things in their own nature indifferent, andalterable, an 
ſo acknowledged ; it is but reaſonable, that upon weigh- 
ty and important conliderations, according to the various 
exigency of times and occaſions, ſuch changes and alte- 
rations ſhould be made therein, as to thoſe that are in 
place of Authority {hould from time to time ſeem ei- 
ther neceſſary or expedient. Accordingly we find, that 
in the Reigns of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed memory ſince 
the Reformation, the Church upon juſt and weighty 
conſiderations Her thereunto moving, hath yielded to 
make ſuch alterations in ſome particulars, as in their 
reſpective times were thought convenient : Yet fo, as 
that the main Body and Efſentials of ir (as well in the 
chiefeſt materials, as in the frame and order thereof ) 
have ſtill continued the ſame unto this day, anddo yet 
ſtand firm and unſhaken, notwithſtanding all the vain 
attempts and impetuous aſſaults made againſt it, by ſuch 


menas are given to change, and have always diſcovered 
a a" regard to their own private fancies and int- 
reſts, then to that duty they owe to the Publick. 

By what undue means, and for what miſchievous pur- 
poles the uſe of the Liturgy ( though enjoyned by the 
Laws of the Land, and thoſe Laws never yet repealed) 
came, during the late unhappy confuſions, to be diſcon+ 
tinued, 1s too well known to the World, and we are 
not here willing to remember. But when upon his Ma- 
jeſties happy Reſtauration it ſeemed probable, that a- 
monglt other things, the uſe of the Liturgy alſo would 
return of courſe ( the ſame having never been legally 
aboliſhed ) unleſs ſome timely means were uſed to pre- 
vent.it ; thoſe men who under the late uſurped powers 
had made it a great part of their buſineſs to render the 
people diſaftetted thereunto, ſaw themſelves in point of 
reputation and intereſt concerned (unleſs they would 
freely acknowledge themſelves to have erred, which 
ſuch men are very hardly brought to do) with their ut- 
moſt endeavours to hinder the reſtitution thereof. In 
order whereunto divers Pamphlets were publiſhed 
againſt the Book of Common Prayer, the old ObjeCtions 
muſtered up, with the addition of ſome new ones more 
than Ras had been made, to make the number ſwell. 
In fine, great importunities were uſed to His Sacred 
Majeſty, that the ſaid Book might be reviſed, and ſuch 
Alterations therein, and Additions thereunto made, . as 
ſhould be thought requiſite for the eaſc of tender Con- 
ſciences : Whereunto His Majeſty out of His pious In- 
clination to give ſatisfaction ( ſo far as could be reaſon- 
ably expeCted) to all His SubjeCts of what perſwaſton 
{oever, did gracioully condeſcend. 
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T Concerning the Service of the C HU R CH. 


_ Tn which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve 
the like Moderation, as we find to have been uſed in 
the like caſe in former times. And therefore of the ſun- 
dry Alterations propoſed unto us, we have rejetted all 
ſach as were either of dangerous conſequence (as ſecretly 
ſtrikiug at ſome eſtabliſhed DoCtrine, or laudable Pra- 
Etice of the Church of Ere/ard, or indeed of the whole 
Catholick Church of Chriſt ) or elſe of no conſequence 
at all, but utterly frivolous and vain. But ſuch Alte- 
rations as were tendred to us (by what perſons, under 
what pretences, or to what purpoſe ſoever fo tendred ) 
as ſeemed to us in any degree requiſite or expedient, we 
have willingly, and of our own accord aſlented unto : 
Not enforced ſo to do by any ſtrength of Argument, 
convincing us of the neceſſity of making the ſaid Alte- 
rations : For we are fully perſwadedin our judgements 
(and we here profeſs it to the world) that the Book, 
as it ſtood before eſtabliſhed by Law, doth not contain 
in it any thing contrary to the Word of God, or to ſound 
Dottrine, or whicha godly man may not witha good 
Conſcience uſe and ſubmit unto, or which 1s not fairly 
defenſible againſt any that ſhall oppoſe the ſame ; if it 
ſhall be allowed ſuch juſt and favourable conſtruCtion 
as in common equity ought to be allowed to all Hu- 
mane Writings, eſpecially ſuch as are ſet forth by Au- 
thority, and even to the very beſt Tranſlations of the 
holy Scripture it ſelf. | PIE 
Our general aim therefore in this undertaking was, 
not to gratifie this or that party in any their unreaſona- 
ble demands ; but to do that which to our beſt under- 
ſtandings we conceived might moſt tend to the preſer- 
vation of Peace and Unity in the Church ; the procu- 
ring of Reverence, and exciting of Piety and Devotion 
in the publick Worſhip of God ; and the cutting off oc- 
caſion.from them that ſeek occaſion of cavil, or quarrel 
againſt the Liturgy of the Church. , And as to the ſe- 
veral variations from the former Book, whether by Al- 
teration, Addition, or otherwiſe, it ſhall ſuffice to give 
this general account, That moſt of the Alterations were 
made, either firſt, for the better direction of them that 


are to officiate in any part of Divine Service, which is 
chiefly done in the Kalendars and Rubricks : Or ſecond- 
ly, for the more proper expreſſing of ſome words or 
nv of ancient uſage, in terms more ſuitable to the 
anguage of the preſent times, and the clearer expla- 
nation of ſome other words and phraſes, that were 
either of doubtful ſignification, or otherwiſe liable 
to miſconſtruftion : Or thirdly, for a more perfect ren- 
dring of ſuch portions of holy Scripture, as are infert- 
edinto the Liturgy ; which, inthe Epiſtles and Goſpels 
eſpecially, and in ſundry other places are now ordered to 
be read according to the laſt Tranſlation : and that it was 
thought convenient, that ſome Prayers and Thankſpj- 
vings, fitted to ſpecial occafions, ſhould be added in their 
due places; particularly for thoſe at Sea, together with 
an Office for the Baptiſm of ſuch as are of riper years; 
which although not ſo neceſſary when the former Book: 
was compiled,yet by the growth of Anabaptiſm,through 
the licentiouſneſs of the late times crept in amongſt us, 
15 now become neceſſary, and may be always uſetul for 
the Baptizing of Natives in our Plantations, and others 
converted to the Faith. If any man, who ſhall deſire a 
more particular account of the ſeveral alterations in any 
part of the Liturgy, ſhall take the pains to compare the 
preſent Book with the former ; we doubt not but the 
reaſon of the change may eaſily appear. 

And having thus endeavoured to diſchargeour duties 
inthis weighty affair, as 1n the ſight of God, and to Pp. 
prove our ſincerity therein ( ſo far as lay in us) to the 
conſciences of all men; although we know it impoſſ1- 
ble (in ſuch variety of apprehenſions, humours and in- 
tereſts, as are in the world) to pleaſe all; nor can ex- 
peCt that men of faCtious, peeviſh, and perverſe ſpirits 
ſhould be ſatisfied with any thing that can be done in 
this kind by any other than themſelves : Yet we have 
good hope, that what is here preſented, and hath been 
by the Convocations of both Provinces with great dili- 
gence examined and approved, will be alſo well accept- 
ed, and approved by all ſober, peaceable, and truly con- 
{cientious 1ons of the Church of Ezzlazd.

Service. The firſt original and ground 
whereof if a man would ſearch out by the ancient 
Fathers, he ſhall find, that the ſame was not ordained, 


but of a good purpoſe, and for a great advancement of 


godlineſs. For they {o ordered the matter, that all the 
whole Bible, (or the greateſt part thereof) ſhould be 
read over once every year ; intending thereby, that the 
Clergy, and eſpecially ſuch as were Miniſters in the 
Congregation, -ſhou}d ( by often reading, and medita- 
tion 1n Cods word ) be ſtirred up to godlineſs them- 
ſelves, and be more able to exhort others by wholſom 
doctrine, and to confute them that were Adverſaries to 
the truth ; and further, that the people ( by daily hear- 
ing of holy Scripture read in the Church ) might con- 
tinually profit more and more in the knowledge of God, 
_ be the more inflamed with the love of his true Re- 
1910N, 

But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and decent 
Order of the ancient Fathers hath been ſo altered, hro- 


ken and neglefted, by planting in uncertain Stories, and 
Legends, with multitude of Reſponds, Verles, vain Repe- 


@ eſtabliſhed, which in continuance of titions, Commemorations, and Synodals ; that common- 


ly, when any Book of the Bible was begun, after three 
or four Chapters were read out, all the relt were unread. 


2 appear by the Common Prayers in\ And in this ſort the Book of 1/4iah was begunin Adver, 
& the Church,commonly called Divize "and the Book of Geneſis in Septuageſima, but they were on- 


ly begun, and never read through ; after like ſort were 
other Books of holy Scripture uſed. And moreover ; 
whereas Saint Pay/would have ſuch language ſpoken to 
the people in the Church, as they might underſtand and 
have profit by hearing the ſame; The {ſervice in this 
Church of Ezlazd theſe many years, hath been read 
in Latine to the people, which they underſtand not ; 
{o that they have heard with their ears _ and their 
heart, ſpirit, and mind have not been edihied thereby. 
And furthermore, notwithſtanding. that the ancient Fa- 
thers have divided the P/a/ms into ſeven Portions, where- 
of every one was called a Nod#urme : Now of late time, 
a few of them have been daily ſaid, and the reſtutter- 
ly omitted. Moreover, the number and hardneſs of the 
Rules called the Pze, and the manifold changings of the 
Service was the cauſe, that to turn the Book only was 
lo hard and intricate a matter, that many times there 
was more buſineſs to find out what ſhould be read, then 
to read it when it was found out.

Theſe inconveniencies therefore conſidered, here is 
ſet forth ſuch an Order, whereby the ſame ſhall be re- 
dreſſed. And for a readineſs in this matter, here is 


drawn outa Kalender for that purpoſe; which is plain 


and eaſie to be underſtood ; wherein (ſfomuch as may 


| be) thereading of holy Scripture is ſo ſet forth, that all 


things ſhall be done in order , without breaking one 
picce from another. For this cauſe be cut off Anthems, 
Reſponds, Invitatories, and ſuch like things as did break 
the continual courſe of the reading of the Scripture. 
Yet, becauſe there is no remedy, but that of neceſl- 


| fity there muſt be ſome Rules ; therefore certain Rules 


are hereſet forth ; which, as they are few in number, 
lo they are plain and calie to be underſtood. So that 


here you have an Order for Prayer, and for the reading 


of the holy Scripture, much agreeable to the mind and 
purpoſe of the old Fathers, and a great deal more pro- 
fitable and commodious than that which of late was 
uſed. It is more profitable, becauſe here are left out 
many things, whereof ſome areuntrue, ſome uncertain, 
ſome vainand ſuperſtitious, and nothing 1s ordained to 
be read, but the very pure word of God, the holy Scri- 
ptures, or that which 1s agreeable to the ſame; and that 
inſuch a language and order, as is moſt caſte and plain 
for the underſtanding both of the readers and hearers. 
It is alſo more commodious, both for the ſhortneſs there- 
of, and forthe plainneſs of the Order, and for that the 
Rules be few and caſte, 

And whereas heretofore there hath been great diver- 
fity in ſaying and ſinging in Churches within this Realm ; 
ſome following Salisbury Uſe, ſome Hereford Uſe, and 
ſome the uſe of Bangor, lome of Tork, ſome of Lincotn;

And foras much, as nothing can be ſo plainly ſet forth, 
but doubts may ariſe inthe uſe and praCtice of the ſame; 
to _—_ all ſuch diverfity ( if anyariſe) and for the 
reſolution of all doubts, concerning the manner how to 
underſtand, do, and execute the things contained in this 
Book ; the parties that ſo doubt, -or civerſly take an 
thing, ſhall alway reſort to the Biſhop of the Dioceſ, 
who by his diſcretion ſhall take order for the quieting 
and appealing of the ſame ; ſo that the ſame order be 
not contrary to any thing contained in this Book. And 
if the Biſhop of the Diocels be in doubt, then he may 
ſend for the reſolution thereof to the Archbiſhop. 


Hough it be appointed, That all things ſhall be

diſcreet devotion, and ſuch a zeal as 
was without knowledge ; and for becauſe they were 
winked at in the beginning, they grew daily to more 
and more abuſes, which not only for their unprofita- 
bleneſs, but alſo becauſe they have much blinded the 
people, and obſcured the glory of God, are worthy to 
be put away, and clean rejetted : Other there be, which 
although they have been deviſed by man,yet is it thought 
good to reſerve them ſtill, as well for a decent order in 
the Church (for the which they were firſt deviſed ) 


as becauſe they pertain to edification, whereunto all . 


things done in the Church (as the Apoſtle teacheth ) 
ought to be referred. 

And although the keeping or omitting of a Ceremo- 
ny, init ſelf confidered, is but a {mall thing ; yet the 
wilful and contemptuous tranſgreſſion and breaking of 
a common order and diſcipline, is no ſmall offence be- 
fore God, Let all things be done among you ( ſaith Saint 
Paul) in a ſeemly and due order ; The appointment of 
the which order pertaineth not to private men; There- 
fore no man ought to take in hand, or preſume to ap- 
point or alter any publick or common Order in Chriſts 
Church, except he be lawfully called and authorized 
thereunto. 

And whereas 1n this our time, the minds of men are 
fo divers,that ſome think it a great matter of conſcience 
to depart from a piece of the leaſt of their Ceremonies, 


they be ſo addicted to their old cuſtoms ; andagainon 
the other ſide, ſome beſo new fangled, that they would 
innovate all things, and fo deſpiſe the old, that nothin 
can like them, but that is new : It was thought expedt- 
ent not ſo much to have reſpe&t how to pleaſe and farii: 
fie either of theſe parties, as how to pleaſe God, and pro- 
fit them both. And yet leſt any man ſhould be offended, 
whom good reaſon might fatisfie, here be certain cau- 
ſes rendred, why ſome of the accuſtomed Ceremonies 
be put away, and ſome retained and kept till. 

Some are put away, becaule the great exceſs and mul- 
titude of them hath ſo increaſed in theſe latter days, that 


the burden of them was intolerable ; whereof Saint 


Auguſtize1n his time complained that they were grown 
to ſuch a number, that the eſtate of Chriſtian people was 
in worſe caſe concerning that matter , than were the 
Jews. And he counſelled that ſuch yoke and burden 
ſhould be taken away, as time would ſerve quietly to 
do it. But what would Saint Avgnſtine have {aid, if he 
had ſeen the Ceremonies of late days uſed among us ; 
whereunto the multitude uſed in his time was not to be 
compared? This ourexcefſive multitude of Ceremonies 
was ſo great, and many of them ſodark, that they did 
more confound and darken, than declare and ſet forth 
Chriſts benefits unto us. And belides this, Chriſts'Go- 
{pel is not a Ceremonial Law ( as much of Moſes Law 
was) but itisa Religion to ſerve God, not in bondage 
of the figure or ſhadow, but in the freedom of the ſpi- 
rit ; being content only with thoſe Ceremonies which 
do ſerve to a decent Order, and godly Diſcipline, and 
ſuch as be apt to ſtir up the dull mind of man to the re- 
membrance of his duty to God, by ſome notable and 
ſpecial ſignification, whereby he might be edified. Fur- 
thermore, the moſt weighty cauſe of the aboliſhment of 

certain

certain Ceremonies was, That they were ſo farabulſed, 
artly by the ſuperſtitious blindneſs of the rude and un- 
earned, and partly by the unſatiableavarice of ſuch as 
ſought more their own lucre, than the glory of God, 
that the abuſes could not wellbe taken away, thething 
remaining {t11l, REY. 

But now as concerning thoſe perſons, which perad- 
venture will be offended, for that ſome of the old Ce. 
remonies are retained till : If they conſider, that with- 
out ſome Ceremonies it is not poſſible to keep any Or- 
der, or quiet Diſcipline in the Church, they ſhall eaſi- 
ly perceive juſt cauſe to reform their judgements. And 
it they think much, that any of the old doremain, and 
. would rather have all deviſed anew: Then ſuch men 
granting ſome Ceremonies convenient to be had, ſurely 
where the old may be well uſed, there they cannot rea- 
ſonably reprove the old only for their age, without be- 
wraying of their own folly. For in ſucha caſethey ought 
rather to have reverence unto. them for their antiquity, 


to the Twenty eighth, or Twenty ninth day of the 
month. 6 1; 

And, whereas January, March, May, Tuly, Auonſt: 
Ofober, and Pee ave One and chirey 4 a 2c, 
It 1s ordered, that the ſame Pſalms ſhall be read the laſt 
day of the ſaid months, which were read the day before : 
So that the Pfalter may begin again the firſt day of the 
next month enſuing. 

And whereas the CXIX Pſalm is divided into XXII 
Portions, and is over long to be read at one time; it is ſo 
ordered, that at one time ſhall not be read above four or 
fve of the ſaid Portions. BT 

And at the end of every Pſalm, and of every ſuch 
part ofthe CXIX Pſalm, ſhall be repeated this Hymn, 

Glory be to the Father, and to the Son; and to the Holy 
Ghoſt; As it was in the beginning, is now, and ever ſhall be: 
world without end. Amen. 

Note, that the Pſalter followeth the Diviſion of the 
Hebrews, and the Tranſlation of the great Engliſh Bi- 


if they will declare themſelves to be more ſtudious of +ble, ſer forth and uſed inthe time of King Henry the 


unity and concord, than of innovations and new-fangle- 
neſs, which(as much as may be with true ſetting forth of 
Chriſts Religion) is always tobe eſchewed. Further- 
more, ſuch ſhall have no juſt cauſe with the Ceremo- 
nies reſerved to be offended. For as thoſe are taken 
away which were moſt abuſed, and did burden mens 
pine olon without any cauſe; ſo the other that re- 
main, are retained for a Diſcipline and Order, which 
(upon juſt cauſes ) may be altered and changed, and 
therefore are not to be eſteemed equal with Gods Law. 
And moreover, they be neither dark nor dumb Cere- 
monies, but are ſo ſet forth, that every man may under- 
ſtand what they do mean, and to what uſe they do ſerve. 
So that it is not like that they in time to come ſhould 
be abuſed as other have been. And in theſe our doings 
we condemn no other Nations, nor preſcribe any thing 
© but to our own people only : for we think it convent 
ent, that every countrey ſhould uſe ſuch Ceremonies as 
they ſhall think beſt, to the ſetting forth of Gods ho- 
nour and glory, and to the reducing of the people to 
a moſt perfett and godly living, without error or fſu- 
perſtition ; and that they ſhould put away other things, 
which from time to time they perceive to be moſtabu- 
ſed, as in mens ordinances it often chanceth diverfly in 
divers Countreys. _

How the reſt of Holy Scripture is appointed to be read, 


He Old Teſtament is appointed for the firſt Leſ- 

ſons at Morning and Evening Prayer ; ſoas the 

moſt part thereof will be read every year once, as in 
the Kalendar is appointed. 

The New Teſtament is appointed for the ſecond Le: 
ſons, at Morning and Evening Prayer, and ſhall be read 
over orderly every year thrice, beſides the Epiſtles and 
Goſpels ; except the Apocalypſe, out of which there are 
coly, certain proper Leſfons appointed upon divers 
Feaſts. 

And to know what Leſſons ſhall be read every day, 
look for the day of the month in the Kalendar following, 
and there ye ſhall find the Chapters that ſhall be read 
for the Leſſons both at morning and Evening Prayer ; 
Except only the Moveable Feaſts which are not in the 
Kalendar, and the Immoveable, where there is a blank 
left in the Column of Leſſons ; the proper Leſſons for 
all which dayes are to be found in the Table of proper 
Leſſons. | | 

And note, that whenſoever proper Plalms or Leſſons 
are appointed ; then the Pſalms and Leſſons of ordinary 
courſe appointed in the Pſalter and Kalendar (if they be 
different ) ſhall be omitted for that time. 

Note alſo, that the Colle&, Epiſtle, and Goſpel ap- 
pointed for the Sunday, ſhall ſerve all the week after, 
where it is not in this Book otherwiſe ordered.

And being in Bethany, in the houle of 
Simon the leper, as he fat at meat, there came a woman, having an 
alabaſter box of ointment of ſpikenard, very precious, and ſhe brake 
the box, and poured it on his head. And there were ſome that had 
indignation within themſelves, and ſaid, Why was this waſte of the 
ointment made? Forit might have been ſold for more then three hun- 
dred pence, and have been given to the poor : and they murmured 
againlt her. And Jeſus ſaid, Let her alone, why trouble you her ? 
ſhe hath wrought a good work on me. For ye have the poor with you 
always, and whenſoever ye will, ye may do them good: but me yehave 
notalways. She hath done what ſhe could: ſhe 1s come aforehand to 
anoint my body to the burying. Verily I lay unto you, Whereſoever 
this goſpel ſhall be preached throughout the whole world, this alſo that 
ſhe hath done, ſhall be ſpoken of for a memorial of her. And Judas 
Hcariot, one of the twelve, went unto the chief prieſts, to betray htm 
unto them. And when they heard it, they were glad, and promut- 
ed to give him money. And he ſought how he night conveniently 
betray him. And the firſt day of unleavened bread, when they killed 
the paſlover, his diſciplesſaid unto him, W here wilt thouthat wego and 
prepare, that thou mayelt cat the paſlover? And helendeth forth two of 
his diſciples, and faith unto them, Go ye into the city, and there ſhall 
meet you a man bearing a pitcher of water: follow him. And whereſo- 
ever he ſhall go in, fay ye to the good-man of the houſe, The maſter 
ſaith, Where 1s the guelt-chamber, where I ſhall catthe paſſover with 
my —_— ? And he will ſhew you a large upper room turniſhed and 
prepared, theremake ready for us. And his di{ciples went forth, and 
came intothe city, and foundas he had ſaid unto them: and they made 
ready the paſſover. Andin the evening he cometh with the twelve. 
Andas they fat and did eat, Jeſus ſaid, Verily I ſay unto you, one of 
you which eateth with me, ſhall betray me. And they began to be 
{orrowful, and toſay unto him one by one, Is it I? and another faid, is 
itI? And he anſwered and ſaid unto them, Tt 1s one of the twelve that 
dippeth with me in the diſh. The Son of man indeed goeth, as it 1s 
written of him : but woto thatman by whom the Son of man is betray- 
ed: good were it for that man if he had never been born. And 
as they did eat, Jeſus took bread, and bleſſed, and brake it, and gave 
to them, and ſaid, Take, eat: This is my body. And he took the 


cup 
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cup, and when he had given thanks, he gave it to them: and they all 
drank of it. And he ſaid unto them, This is my blood of the new te- 
ſtament, which is ſhed for many. Verily I ſay unto you, I will drink no 
more of the fruit of the vine, until that day that I drink it new in the 
kingdom of God. And when they had ſung an hymn, they went outin- 
to themount of Olives. And Jelus ſaith unto them, all ye ſhall be offend- 
ed becauſe of me this night: for it is written, Lwill \nute the Shepherd, 
and the ſheep ſhall be ſcattered. But after that I am riſen, I will go be- 
fore you into Galilee. But Peter ſaid unto him, Although all ſhall be 
offended, yet will not I. And Jeſus faithunto him, Verily Ifay unto thee, 
that this day, even in this night, before the cock crow twice, thou ſhalt 
deny me thrice. But he {pake the more vehemently, If T ſhould die with 
thee, I will not deny thee in any wife. Likewile alſo {aid they all. And 
they came to a placewhich was named Gethſemane: and he faith to his 
diſciples,Sit ye here,while Iſhall pray. And he taketh with him Peter,and 
James, and John, and began to be foreamazed, and to be very heavy, and 
faith unto them, My ſoul is exceeding forrowful unto death; tarry ye 
hereand watch. And he went forward a little,and fell on the ground,and 
prayed, that if it were poſlible the hour might pals fromhim. And he faid, 
Abba, Father ; all things are poſſible unto thee; take away this cup 
from me: nevertheleſs, not what IT will, but what thou wilt. And he 
cometh and findeth them 1leeping, and faith unto Peter, Simon, ſleep- 
eſt thou? couldſt not thou watch one hour? Watch ye and pray, 1eft 
ye enter into temptation: The ſpirit truly is ready, but the fleſh 1s 
weak. And again he went away, and prayed, and ſpake the ſame words. 
And when he returned, he found them aſleep again, (for their eyes 
were heavy) neither wilt they what to anſwer him. And he cometh 
the third time, and faith unto them, Sleep on now, and take your reſt: 
it is enough, the hour 1s come; Behold, the Son of man is betrayed in- 
to the hands of ſinners. Rule up, let us go; lo, he that betrayeth me 1s 
at hand. And immediately, while he yet ſpake, cometh Judas, one of 
the twelve, and with him a great multitude with {words and ſtaves,from 
the chief prieſts, and the Scribes, and the Elders. And he that betray- 
ed him, had given them a token, ſaying, Whomloever I ſhall kiſs, that 
ſame is he: take him and lead him away ſafely. And as ſoon as he 
was come, he goeth {traightway to him, and ſaith, Maſter, maſter, and 
kiſſed him. And they laid their hands on him, and took him. And one 
_ of them that ſtood by, drew a ſword, and {mote a ſervant of the high 
Prieſt, and cut off his ear. And Jeſus an{wered, and ſaid unto them, 
Are ye come out as againſt a thief, with {words and with ſtaves, to take. 
me ? I was daily with you 1n the temple, teaching, and ye took me not : 
but the ſcriptures mult be fulfilled. And they all forſook him and fled. 
And there ed him a certain young man, having a linen cloth caſt 
about his naked body ; and the young men laid hold on him. And he 
left the linen cloth, and fled from them naked. And they led Jeſus away 
to the high Prieſt, and with him were aſſembled all the chief Prieſts, 
and the Elders, and the Scribes ; and Peter followed him afar off, even 
H 2 into 
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into the Palace of the high Prieſt : and he fat with the ſervants, and 
warmed himſelf at the fire. And the chief Prieſts, and all the councel 
ſought for witneſs againft Jeſus to put him to death, and found none. 
For many bare falſe witneſs againſt him, but their witnels agreed not 
together. And there aroſe certain, and bare falſe witneſs againſt him, 
ſaying, We heard him ſay, I will deſtroy this temple that 1s made with 
hands, and within three days I will build another made without hands. 
But neither ſo did their witneſs agree together. And the high Prieſt 
ſtood up in the midſt, and asked Jetus, laying, Antwerelt thou nothing? 
what is it which theſe witnels againſt thee? But he held his peace, and 
anſwered nothing. Again the high Prieſt asked him, and ſaid unto 
him, Art thou the Chrilt, the Son of the Bleſſed? And Jelus ſaid, T am; 
and ye ſhall ſee the Sonof man ſitting on the right hand of power, and 
coming in the clouds of heaven. Then the high Prieſt rent hs clothes, 
and faith, What need we any further witneſſes? ye have heard the 
blaſphemy: what think ye? And they all condemned him to be guilty 
of death. And ſome began to ſpit on him and to cover his face, and to 
buffet him, and to ſay unto him, Propheſie ; and the ſervants did ſtrike 
him with the palms of their hands. And as Peter was beneath in the 

alace, there cometh one of the maids of the high Prieſt; and when ſhe 
[208 Peter warming himſelf, ſhe looked upon him, and ſaid, thou 
alſo waſt with Jeſus of Nazareth. But he denyed, ſaying, Vknow not, 
neither underi{tand I what thou layeſt. And he wentout into the porch, 
and the cock crew. And a maid ſaw him again, and began to fay to 
them that ſtood by, This is one of them. And he denyed it again. And 
a little after, they that ſtood by ſaid again to Peter, Surely thou art one 
of them; for thou art a Galilean, and thy ſpeech agrecth thereto. But 
he began to curſe and to ſwear, laying, I know not this man of whom 
ye ſpeak. And the ſecond time the cock crew. And Peter called tomind 
the word that Jeſus ſaid unto him,Before the cock crow twice, thou ſhalt 
deny me thrice. And when he thought thereon, he wept.

And Pilate asked him, Art thou the king 
SZ CFE of the Jews? And he anſwering, {aid unto him, Thou 
layelt it. And the chict prieſts accuſed him of many things : but he 
anſwered nothing. And Pilate asked him again, ſaying, Anſwereſt 
thou nothing ? behold how many things they witneſs againſt thee. 
But Jeſus yet anſwered nothing: 1o that Pilate marvelled. Now at 
that feaſt he releaſed unto them one priſoner, whomſoever they de- 
ſired. And there was one named Barabbas, which lay bound with 
them that had made inſurrection with him, who had committed mur- 


der in the inſurrection. And the multitude crying aloud, began to 


deſire him to do as he had ever done unto them. But: Pilate an{wered 


them, ſaying, Will ye that I releaſe unto you the King of the Jews?

but he received it not. And when they had crucified him, they parted 
his garments, caſting lots upon them, what every man ſhould take. 
And it was the third hour, and they crucified him. And the ſuper- 
{cription of his accuſation was written over, THE KING OF 


THE 
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THE JEWS. And with him they crucified two thieves, the one 
on his right hand, and the other on his left. And the ſcripture was 
fulfilled, which ſaith, And he was numbred with the tranſgreſfors. And | 
they that paſſed by, railed on him, wagging their heads, and ſaying, 

Ah, thou that deſtroyelt the temple, and buildelt it in three days, fave 

thy ſelf, and come down from the croſs. Likewile allo the chief prieſts 
mocking, ſaid among themſelves, with the ſcribes, he ſaved others, him- 
ſelf he cannot fave. Let Chriſt the king of I{rael deſcend now from 
the crols, that we may ſee and believe. And they that were crucified 
with him, reviled him. And when the {ixth hour was come, there was 
darknels over the whole land, until the ninth hour. And at the ninth 
hour, Jeſus cried with a loud voice, laying, Elo, Elor, lama ſabachthani! 
which 1s, being interpreted, My God, my God, why haſt thou for- 
faken me? And ſome of them that ſtood by, when they heard it, faid, 
Behold, he calleth Elias. And one ran, and filled a {punge full of vi- 
neger, and put it on a reed, and gave him to drink, ſaying, Let alone; 
let us ſee af ook Elias will come to take him down. And Jeſus cried 
with a loud voice, and gave up the ghoſt. And the vail of the temple 
was rent in twain from the top to the bottom. And when the centu-

every precept to all the people, according to the law, he took the 
blood of calves, and of goats, with water and ſcarlet wool, and hyſſop, 
and ſprinkled both the book and all the people, faying, This is the 
blood of the teſtament, which God hath enjoyned unto you. More- 
over, he ſprinkled ikewile with blood both the tabernacle, and all the 
veſſels of the miuſtry. And almoſt all things are by the law purged 
with blood; and without ſhedding of blood is no remiſſion. Tt was 
therefore neceſſary that the patterns of things in the heavens ſhould 
be purified with theſe, but the heavenly things themſelves with better 
lacrifices then theſe. For Chriſt is not entred into the holy places made 
with hands, which are the figures of the true, but into heaven it ſelf, 
now to appear 1n the preſence of God for us; nor yet that he ſhould 
offer bimfalf often, as the high prieſt entreth into the holyplace every 
year with blood of others: for then muſt he often have {uffered ſince 
the foundation of the world; but now once in the end of the world,hath 
he

he appeared to put away fin by the facrifice of himſelf. And as it is 
appointed unto men once to die, but after this the judgment ; ſo Chriſt 
was once offered to bear the fins of many, and unto them that look for 
him, ſhall he appear the ſecond time without ſin unto ſalvation.

more fierce, ſaying, He ſtirreth up the people, teaching throughout all 
ſewry, beginning from Galilee to this place. When Pilate heard of Ga- 
lilee, heasked whether the man werea Galilean. And asſoon as he knew 


that he belonged unto Herods juri{diction, he lent him to Herod, who 


himſelf was allo at Jeruſalem at that time. And when Herod {aw Feſus, 
he was exceeding glad, for he was deſirous to ſee him of a long ſeaſon, 
becauſe he had heard many things of him, and he hoped to have ſeen 
ſome miracle done by him. Then he queſtioned with him in many 
words ; but he anſwered him nothing. And the chief prieſts and ſcribes 
ſtood and vehemently accuſed him. And Herod with his men of war 
{ct him at nought, and mocked him, and arayed him in a gorgeous robe, 
and ſent him again to Pilate. And the ſame day Pilate and Herod 
were made friends together; for before they were at enmity between 
themſelves. And Pilate, when he had called together the chief prieſts, 
and the rulers, and the people, {aid unto them, Ye have brought this 
man unto me, as one that perverteth the people, and behold, I having 


O 


examined him before you, have found no fault in this man touching 


thoſe things whereof ye accuſe him: No, nor yet Herod: for I ſent you 


to him, andlo, nothing worthy of death 1s done unto him. T will there- 


fore chaſtiſe him, and releaſe him. For of neceſlity he mult releaſe one 
unto them at the feaſt. And they cryed out all at once, ſaying, Away 
with this man, and releaſe unto us Barabbas : (Who for a certain ſed1- 
tion made in the city, and for murder, was caſt in priſon) Pilate there- 
fore willing to releaſe Jeſus, ipake again to them. But they cryed, fay- 
ing, Cructhe him, cructfhie him. And he ſaid unto them the third time, 
Why, what evil hath he done? I have found no caule of death in him: 
] will therefore chaſtiſe him, and let him go. And they were inſtant 
with loud voices, requiring that he might be crucified: and the voices of 
them, and of the chief prieſts prevailed. And Pilate gave ſentence, that 
it ſhould beas they required: And he releaſed untothem, him that for 
ledition

ſedition and murder was caſt into priſon, whom they had deſired ; but 
he delivered Jeſus to their will. And as they led him away, they laid 
hold upon one Simon a Cyremian, coming out of the countrey, and on 
him they laid the croſs, that he might bear it after Jeſus. And there 
followed hima great company of people, and of women, who alſo be- 
wailed and lamented him. But Jeſus turning unto them, ſaid, Daugh- 
ters of Jeruſalem, weep not for me, but weep for your ſelves, and for 
your children. For behold, the days are coming, in which they ſhall 
{ay, Bleſſed are the barren, and the wombs that never bare, and the 
- paps which never gave ſuck. Then ſhall they begin to ſay to the 
mountains, Fall on us; and to the hills, Cover us. For if they do theſe 
things in a green tree, what ſhall be done in the dry ? And there were 
allo twoother malefactoursled with himto be put to death. And when 
they were come to the place which 1s called Calvary, there they cru- 
cified him; and the malefactours, one on the right hand, and the other 
on the left. Then ſaid Jeſus, Father, forgive them, for they know 
not what they do. And they parted his raiment, and caſt lots. And 
the people ſtood beholding; and the rulersallo with them derided him, 
ſaying, He ſaved others, let him fave himſelf, if he be Chriſt the choſen 
of God. And the ſouldiers alſo mocked him, coming to him, and 
offering him vineger, and laying, It thou be the king of the Jews, ſave 
thy ſelt. Anda ſuperlicription allo was written over him in letters of 
Greek, and Latine, and Hebrew, THIS IS THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. And one of the malefactors, which were hanged, rail- 
ed on him, ſaying, If thou be Chrilt, fave thy ſelf and us. But the 
other anſwering, rebuked him, laying, Doſt not thou fear God, 1ee- 
ing thou art in the ſame condemnation? And weindeed jultly ; for we 
receive the due reward of our deeds, but this man hath done nothing 
amiſs. And he ſaid unto Jeſus, Lord, remember me when thou com- 
eſt into thy kingdom. And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Verily I fay unto thee, 
To day ſhalt thou be with me in paradiſe. And it was about theſixth 
hour. And there was a darknels over all theearth, until the ninth hour. 
And the ſun was darkned, and the vail of the temple was rent in the 
midſt. And when Jeſus had cried with a loud voice, he ſaid, Father, 
into thy hands I commend my ſpirit : and having ſaid thus, he gave 
up the ghoſt. Now when the centurion law what was done, he glo- 
rified God, ſaying, Certainly this was a righteous man. And all the 
people that came together to that fight, beholding the things that 
were done, {mote their breaſts, and returned. And all his acquain- 
tance, and the women that followed him from Galilee, ſtood afar oft, 
beholding theſe things. gy

But they cryed out, Away with him, away with him, cruci- 
he him. Pilate ſaith unto them, Shall I crucifie your king ? The chief 
Prieſts anſwered, We have no king but Celar. Then delivered he him 
therefore unto them to be crucified: and they took Jeſus and led him 
away. Andhe bearing his croſs, went forth into a place called the place 
ofa cull, which 1s calledin the Hebrew, Golgotha : Where they crucifi- 
ed him, and two other with him, on either {ide one, and Jeſus in the 
midſt. And Pilate wrote a title, and put it on the crols. And the writing 
was, J[ESUSOFNAZARETH THE KING OF THE 
[EW S. This title then read many of the Jews: for the place 
where Jeſus was crucified was nigh to the city : and it was written 
in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latine. Then laid the chief prieſt of the 
Jews to Pilate, write not, the king of the Jews; but that he ſaid, I am 
the king of the Jews. Pilate anſwered, What I have written, I have 
written. Then theſouldiers, when they had crucified Jeſus, took his 
garments (and made four parts, to every ſouldier a part)and alſo his 
coat : now the coat was without ſeam, woven from the top through- 
out. They ſaid therefore among themſelves, Let us not rend it, but 
caſt lots for 1t whole it ſhall be : that the Scripture might be fulfilled, 
which faith, They parted my raiment among them, and for my 
veſture they did caſt lots. Theſe things theretore the ſouldiers did. 
Now there ſtood by the crols of ſelus, his mother, and his mothers 
ſiſter, Mary the wite of Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene. When Je- 
{us therefore ſaw his mother, and the diſciple ſtanding by, whom 
heloved, he laithunto his mother, Woman, behold thy fon. Then 
laith he tothe diſciple, Behold thy mother. And from that hour that 
diſcipletook her unto his own home. Afterthis, Jefus knowing that 
all things were now accompliſhed, that the Scripture nught be fulfilled, 
daith, 1 thirſt, Now there was ſet a veſſel full of vineger : and they 
filled a ſpunge with vineger, and put it upon hyſlop, and put it to 
his mouth. When Jeſus therefore had received the vineger, he ſaid, 
It is finiſhed: and he bowed his head, andegave up the ghoſt. The Jews 
therefore, becauſe it was the preparation, that the bodies ſhould not 
remain upon the croſs on the fabbath-day ( for that {ſabbath-day was 
an high day) belought Pilate that their legs might be broken, and that 
_ they might be taken away. Then came the louldiers, and brake the 
_ legs of the firſt, and of the other which was crucified with him. But 
when they came to Jeſus, and ſaw that he was dead already, they brake 
not his legs. But one of the ſouldiers with a ſpear pierced his fide, and 
forthwith came there out blood and water. And he that ſaw it bare 
record, and his record is true : and he knoweth that he faith true, that 
ye might believe. For theſe things were done that the Scripture 
thould be fulfilled, A bone of him ſhall not be broken. And again, ano- 
ther Scripture faith, They ſhall look on him whom they pierced.

- | 'He Old Teſtament is not contrary to the New : for 

both in the Old and New Teſtament, everlaſting 
life is offered to mankind by Chriſt, who is the only Me- 
diator between God and man, being both God and man. 
Wherefore they are not to be heard, which teign that the 
old Fathers did look only for tranſitory promiſes. AE 
though the Law given from God by Moſes, as touching

9. Of original Birth or Six. 


Riginal Sin ſtandeth not inthe following of Adam 
| (as the Pelagians do vainly talk) but it is the fault 
and corruption of the nature of every man, that natu- 
rally is ingendred of the oft-ſpring of Adam, whertby 
. man is very far gone from original righteouſneſs, and 1s of 
his own nature inclined to evil, ſo that the fleſh luſteth 
always contrary tothe ſpirit ; and therefore in every per- 
ſon born into this world, it deſerveth Gods wrath and 
damnation. And this infeftion of nature doth remain; 
yea, in them that. are regenerated, whereby the luſt of 
the fleſh, called in Greek, oplrnyua oupxor, Which ſome do 
expound the wiſdom, ſome ſenſuality, ſome tne affeCti- 
on, ſome the deſire of the fleſh, is not ſubject to the law 
of God. And although there is no condemnation for 
them that believe and are baptized, yet the Apoſtle doth 
confeſs, that concupiſcence and luſt hath of it ſelf the na- 
ure of fin. 


10. Of Free-witl. 


He condition of man after the fall of 4d, is ſuch, 

That he cannot turn and prepare himſelf by his 

own natural ſtrength and good works to faith and cal- 

l11ng upon God ; whweline we have no power todo good 
works pleaſant and acceptable to God, withoult the grace 

of God by Chriſt preventing us,that we may havea good 
will. and working withus when we have that good will. 


11, Of the Tuſtification of man. 
VV* areaccounted righteous before God, only for 
Y the merit ofour Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt 
by faith, and not for our own works, or deſervings.

13. Of Works before Juſtifieation. 
VV %/Orzs done before the grace of Chriſt, and the 


inſpiration of his Spirit, are not pleaſant to 

God, forafmuch as they ſpring not of Faith in Jeſu 

Chriſt, neither do they make men meet to receive grace, 

or (as the School-authors ſay) deſerve graceot congrui- 

ty: yea, rather for that they are not done as God hath 

 willedand commanded them to be done, we doubt not 
but they havethenature of ſin. | 


14. Of Works of Supererogation. 


J/ Guntary Works beſides, over and above Gods Com- 

mandments, which they call Works of Supere- 
rogation, cannot be taught without arrogancy and im- 
piety. For by them men do declare, That they do not 
only render unto God as much they are bound to do, but 
that they do more for his fake, thenof bounden duty is 
required : Whereas Chriſt faith plainly, When ye have 
done all that arecommanded to you, fay, Weare unpro- 
fitable ſervants. 


The 39. Articles of Religion. 


I;. Of Chrift alone without fin. 

Hriſtinthe truth of our nature, was made like un- 
to us in all things (fin only except) from which he 
was clearly void, both in his fleſh, and in ſpirit. He 
came to be a Lamb without ſpot, who by ſacrifice of 
himſelf once made, ſhould take away the ſins of the 
world : and fin (as St. Johz faith) was not in him. But 
all we the reſt (although baptized, and born again in 
Chriſt) yet offend in many things, and if we ſay we have 

noſin, we deceive our ſelves, and the truth isnot inus. 


16. Of Sin after Baptiſm. 


Ne every deadly {in willingly committed after Ba- 
ptiſm, 1s ſin againft the Holy Ghoſt, and unpar- 
donable. Wherefore the grant of repentance is not to 
bedenied to ſuch as fall into ſinafter Baptiſm. After we 
have received the Holy Ghoſt , we may depart from 
Grace given, andfall into fin, and by the grace of God 
(we may) ariſe _ and amend our Jives. And there- 
ore they are to be condemned, which ſay” they can no 
more-ſinas long as they live here, toideny the place of

forgiveneſs to ſuch as truly repent.

17. Of Predeſtination and Eleftion, 


Redeſtination to life, is the everlaſting purpoſe of 
God, whereby (before the foundations of the 
world were laid) he hath conſtantly Decreed by his 
Counſel, ſecret tous, to deliver from curſe and damna- 
tion, thoſe whom he hath choſen in Chriſt out of man- 
kind, and to bring them by Chriſt to everlaſting ſalvati- 
on, as veſſels made to honour. Wherefore they which 
be endued with ſo excellent a benefit of God, be'called 
according to Gods purpoſe by his Spirit working in due 
ſeaſon : they through grace obey the calling : they be 
juſtified freely : they be made ſons of God by adoption: 
they be made like the image of his only begotten Son Je- 
ſus Chriſt : they walk religiouſly in good works, and at 
length by Gods mercy they attain to everlaſting felt 
City. | 
| As the godly conſideration of Predeſtination and our 
EleCtion in Chriſt, is full of ſweet, pleaſant, and un- 
ipeakable comfort to godly perſons, and ſuch as feel in 
themſelves the working of the Spirit of Chriſt, mofti- 
fying the works of the fleſh, and their earthly members, 
and drawing up their mind to high and heavenly thin 
as well becauſe it doth greatly eſtabliſh and confirm their 
faith of eternal ſalvation, to be enjoyed through Chriſt, 
as becauſe it doth fervently kindle their love towards 
God: So, for curious and carnal perſons, lacking the 
Spirit of Chriſt, to have continually before their eyes the 
fentence of Gods Predeſtination, is a moſt dangerous 
downfal, whereby the devil doth thruſt them either into 
deſperation, or into wretchleſneſs of moſt unclean living, 
no leſs perilous then deſperation. 
Furthermore, we muſt receive Gods prowiſes in ſuck 
wile asthey be generally ſet forth tous in holy Scripture: 
and in our doings, that will of God is to be followed, 


yo we have expreſly declared unto us in the word of 
God. 


13, Of obtainingeternal Salvation only by the 
name of Chriſt, 


Hey alſo are to be had accurſed, that preſume to 
ſay, that every man ſhall be ſaved by thelaw or- 
ſect which he profeſſeth, ſo that he be diligent to frame 


his life according to that law, and the light of nature. 
For holy Scripture doth ſet out unto usonly the namg 
of Jeſus Chriſt, whereby men muſt be ſaved.

20, Of the Authority of the Charch. 


He Church hath power to decree Rites or Cere 
monies, and Authority in Controverſies of Faith: 
A 


nd yet it is not}lawful for the Church to ordain any 
thing that is contipry to Gods word written, neither may 
it ſo expound one ſplace of Scripture, that it be repug- 
nant to another. // Wherefore although the Church bea 
witneſs and a keeper of Holy Writ, yet as it ought not 
to Decree any thing againſt the ſame ; lo beſides the ſame 


ought it not to enforceany thing to be believed for necel- 
ſity of ſalvation. 


21, Of the authority of General Councels. 


Y Eneral Councels may not be gathered together 
without the commandment and will of Princes. 
And when they be gathered together (foraſmuch as they 
be an Aſſembly of men, whereof all be not governed 
with the Spirit and Word of God) they may err, and 
ſomtime have erred;even in things pertaining unto God. 
Wherefore things ordained by them as neceſſary to fal- 
vation, have neither ſtrength nor authority, unleſs it may 
be declared that they be taken out of holy Scripture. 


22. Of Purgatory. 


7X Romiſh Doctrine concerning Purgatory, Par- 


dons, Worſhipping and Adoration, as well of I- 
mages, as of Reliques, and alfo Invocation of Saints, is 
a fond thing, vainly invented, and grounded upon no 


warranty of Scripture, but rather repugnant to the word 
of God. 


23. Of miniſtring in the Gongregation. 


T is not lawful for any man to take upon him the Of- 
fice of publick Preaching, or Miniſtring the Sacra- 
ments in the Congregation, before he belawfully called, 
and ſent to execute the ſame. And thoſe we ought to 
judge lawfully called and ſent, which be choſen and cal- 
led to this work by men who have publick Authority 


given unto them in the Congregation, to call and ſend

24. Of ſpeaking in the Congregation, in fuch a Tongue 
as the people underſtandeth. 


T is a thing plainly repugnant to the word of God, 

and the cuſtom of the Primitive Church, to have 

publick Prayer in the Church, or to miniſter the Sacra- 
ments in a Tongue not underſtood of the people. 


25. Of the Sacrament. 


\ Acraments ordained of Chriſt, be not only badges 

or tokens of Chriſtian mens profeſſion : but rather 

' they be certain ſure witneſſes, and effeQtual ſigns of 

race, and Gods good will towards us, by the which he 

och work inviſibly inus, and doth not only quicken, but 
alſo ſtrengthen and confirm our faith in him. 

There are two Sacraments ordained of Chriſt our 
Lord in the Goſpel, that is to ſay, Baptiſm and the Sup- 
per of the Lord. ; 

Thoſe five commonly called Sacraments , that 1s to 
ſay, Confirmation, Penance, Orders, Matrimony, and 
Extreme UnCtion, arenot to be counted for Sacraments 
of the Goſpel, being ſuch as have grown, partly of the 
corrupt following of the Apoſtles, partly are ſtates of 
lifeallowed in the Scriptures: but yet have not ike na- 
ture of Sacraments with Baptiſm and the Lords Supper, 


"{orthat they have not any vilible ſign of ceremony 0r= 


dained of God. 

The Sacraments were not ordained of Chriſt tobe ga. 
zed upon, or tobe carried about, but that weſhould du- 
ly uſe them. Andin ſuch only as worthily receive the 
ſame, they have a wholſom Effet or Operation : but 


they that receive them unworthily, purchaſe to them- 
ſelves damnation, as S. Parl faith. 


26, Of the unworthineſs of the Miniſters, which hinder 
nt the effetts of the Sacraments. 


Lthough in the viſible Church the evil be ever min- 
led with the good, and ſometime the evil have 
chiet authority in the miniſtration of the Word and 
Sacraments ; yet foraſmuch as they do not the ſame in 
their own name, but in Chriſts, and do miniſter by his 
commiſſion and authority, we may uſe their Miniſtry, 
both in hearing the word of God, and in the receiving 
of the Sacraments, Neither is the effe&t of Chriſts or- 
dinance taken away by their wickedneſs, nor the grace 
of Gods gifts diminiſhed from ſuch, as by faith, and 
rightly do receive the Sacraments miniſtred unto them, 
which be effeCtual, becauſe of Chriſts Inſtitution and 
Promiſe, althoughthey be miniſtred by evil men. 
Nevertheleſs, it appertaineth to the diſcipline of the 
Church, that —_— be made of evil Miniſters, and 
that ny be accuſed by thoſe that have knowledge of 
their offences : and finally being found guilty, by juſt 
judgment bedepoled. 


27. Of Baptiſm. 

Apriſm 1s not only a ſign of Profeſſion, and mark 

of Difference, whereby Chriſtian men are diſ- 
cerned from others that be not Chriftened : but it is alſo 
a ſign of Regenerationor New Birth, whereby, as by an 
Inſtrument, they that receive Baptiſm rightly, are graft- 
ed into the Church : the promiſes of the forgiveneſs of 
ſin, and of our adoption to be the ſons of God, by the 
holy Ghoſt, are viſibly ſigned and ſealed; faith is con- 
firmed, and grace increaled by vertue of Prayer unto 
God. The Baptiſm of _”_ children is in any wiſeto

be retained in the Church, as moſt agreeable with the 
Inſtitution of Chriſt, | 


28. Of the Loras Supper. 


TY» Supper of the Lord is not only a ſign of the love 
that Chriſtians ought to have among themſelves one 
to another ; but rather it is a Sacrament of our Redem- 
ption by Chriſts death : Infomuch that to ſuch as rightly, 
worthily, and with faith receive the ſame, the Bread 
which we break, isa partaking of rhe Body of Chriſt : 
and likewiſe the Cup of bleſſing, isa partaking of the 
Blood of Chriſt. | 

Tranſubſtantiation (or the change of the ſubſtance of 
Bread and Wine) in the Supper of the Lord, cannot be 
proved by holy Writ: but it is repugnant to the plain 
words of Scripture, overthroweth the nature of a Sa- 
crament, and hath given occaſion to many ſuperſtitions. 

The Body of Chriſt is given, taken, andeaten in the 
Supper only after an heavenly and ſpiritual manner. And 
the mean whereby the Body of Chriſt is received and 
eaten in the Supper, 1s Faith, 

The Sacrament of the Lords Supper was notby Chriſts 
ordinance reſerved, carried about, lifted up, or worſhip- 
ped. 


29. Of the wicked which eat not the body of Chriſt 
inthe uſe of the Lords Supper. 


He wicked and ſuch as be void of a lively faith, al- 
though they do carnally and viſibly preſs with their 
teeth (as St. Auguſtine faith) the Sacrament of the Body 
and Blood of Chriſt: yet in no wile are they partakers 
of Chriſt, but rather to their condemnation do eat and 

drink the Sign or Sacrament of {ſo great a thing, 
Ccc 30.

31. Of the one Oblation of Chriſt finiſhed 


upon the Croſs. 


He ofering of Chriſt once made, is that perfect 
1 redemption , propitiation, and fatisfaQtion for 
illrhe ſins of the whole world, both original and aQtual, 
and there is none other ſatisfaction for ſin, but that alone. 
Wherefore the Sacrifices of Maſles, in the which 1t was 
commonly ſaid, that the Prieſt did offer Chriſt tor the 
quick and the dead, to have remiſſion of pain or guilt, 
were blaſphemous fables, and dangerous deceit*.

32, Of the Marriage of Prieſts. 


Iſhops, Priefts, and Deacons, are not commanded 

by Cods Law, either to vow the eſtate of ſingle 

lite,or toabſtain from Marriage : therefore it is lawful tor 

them, as {or all other Chriſtian men, to marry at their 

own diſcretion, as they ſhall judge the ſame to lerve bet- 
ter to godlinels, 


33. Of  Excommunicate perſons, how they are to 
be avoided, 


Hat perſon which by open denunciation of the 
Church, is rightly cut off from the unity of the 
Church, and excommunicated, ought to be taken of the 
whole multitude of the faithful, as an heathen and Pub- 
lican, until he be openly reconciled by Penance, and re- 
ceived into the Church by a Judge that hathauthority 
thereunto. | 


24. Of the Traditions of the Church. 


T is not neceſſary that Traditions and Ceremonies be 
inall places one, or utterly like ; for at all times they 
have been divers, and may be ian 40 according to the 
diverſity of Countries, Times, and mens Manners, ſo 
that nothing be ordained againſt Gods word. . Whoſo- 
ever through his private judgment, willingly and pur- 
poſely doth openly break the Traditions and Ceremonies 
of the Church, which be not repugnant to the word of 
God, and be ordained and approved by common Autho- 
rity, ought to berebuked openly, (that other may fear 
todo the like) as he that offendeth againſt the common 
Order of the Church, and hurteth the Authority of the 
Magiſtrate, .and woundeththe Conſciences of the weak 
Brethren. | 
Every Particular or National Church, hath author1- 
ty to ordain, change, and aboliſh Ceremonies or Rites of 


the Church, ordained only by mans Authority, ſo that all 
things be done to edifying. | 


35. Of Homiltes. 


TJ He ſecond Book of Homilies, the ſeveral Titles 
whereof we have joyned under this Article, doth 


contain a godly and wholſom Do&ttrine, and neceſſary for 


theſe Times, as doth the former Book of Homilies,which 
were ſet forthin the time of Edward the Sixth, and there- 
fore we judgethem to be read in Churches by the Mini- 


ſters, diligently and diſtinctly, that they may be under- 
ſtoodof the people,

36. Of Conſecration of Biſhops and Miniſters. 

He Book of Conſecration of Archbiſhops and 

: , Pxſhops, and ordering of Prieftsand Deacons, 
lately ſet forth in the time of Edward the Sixth, 
and confirmed at the ſame time by Authority of Parli. 
ament, doth contain all things neceſſary to ſuch Con- 
lecration and Ordering : neither hath it any thing that 
of it ſelf is ſuperſtitious and ungodly. And there- 
fore whoſoever are Conſecrated, or Ordered according 
to the Rites of that Book, ſince the ſecond year of the 
aforenamed King Edward, unto this time, or hereafter 
ſhall be Conlſecrated or Ordered according to the ſame 


Rites, we decree all ſuch to be rightly, orderly,and law- 
fully Conſecrated and Ordered, OY 


37. Of the Civil Magiſtrates. 


"RP Queens Majeſty hath the chief Power in this 
Realm of Ezgland, andother her Dominions, unto 
whom the chief Government of all Eſtates of this Realm, 
whether they be Eccleſiaſtical or Civil, in all Cauſes 
doth appertain, and is not, nor ought to be ſubjeCt to any 
Foreign JuriſdiQtion. | 

Where we attribute to the Queens Majeſty the chief 
Government, by which Titles we underſtand the minds 
of ſome landerous folks to be offended : we give not to 
our Princes the miniſtring either of Gods Word, or of 
the Sacraments, the which thing the InjunCtions alſo 
lately ſet forth by E/jzabeth our Queen do Moſt plainly 
teſtifie : but that only Prerogative which we ſee to have 
been given always to all godly Princes in holy Scriptures 
by God himſelf, hat is, that they ſhould rule all Eſtates 
and Degrees committed totheir charge by God, whether 
they be Eccleſiaſtical or Temporal, and reſtrain with the 
Civil Sword the ſtubborn and evil doers. 

The Biſhop of Rowe hath no Juriſdiftion in this Realm 
of England. 

The Lawsof the Realm may puniſh Chriſtian men 
with death for hainous and grievous Offences. 

It 1s lawful for Chriſtian men, at the commandment 


of the Magiſtrate, to wear weapons, and ſerve in the 
wars,
